The fourth level of the Reser Stadium press box serves as the media center. Radio and television booths are located from approximately the 50-yard line to 
the left as you look onto the field. The remainder of the seating is for the print media. A photo deck runs nearly the length of the press box and is located 
off the fourth level. Lunch or dinner is served in the press box.

Mike Parker is entering his 13th 
season calling OSU football, men’s bas- 
ketball and baseball action and has been 
behind the microphone for some of the 
school’s crowning achievements on the 
athletic fields. The “Voice of the Beavers” 
is a 1982 graduate of the University of 
Oregon with a bachelor’s degree in rhetoric and communications. 
His broadcasting career includes play-by-play for football, basket- 
ball and baseball for high school sports in Oregon, beginning in 
1977. He was the voice of the Eugene Emeralds (1983-86) minor 
league baseball club and the Oregon women’s basketball program 
(1983-87). He also was the play-by-play voice of the AAA Port- 
land Beavers from 1987-92. Parker hosted a show on all-sports 
KFXX Radio from 1990-95 before moving to KEX Radio as host of 
Sportsline and the Fifth Quarter program following Portland Trail 
Blazers games. Parker has been named the Oregon Sportscaster 
of the Year five times, including in 2008. Mike and his wife Missy 
have two daughters, Lydia and Ellie. 


Jim Witson 


Jim Wilson is in his eighth year on 
the OSU football radio crew, and has also 
worked as a color analyst on OSU base- 
ball broadcasts. He is one of the top two- 
sport student-athletes in the history of 
the school, participating in baseball and 
football. Wilson, a member of the OSU 
Sports Hall of Fame, still holds the school record for home runs in 
One season with 21 and for single season (.829) and career (.640) 
slugging percentage. He was the Pac-10 Conference’s Northern 
Division MVP and third team All-American in 1982. Wilson was 
drafted by the Cleveland Indians in 1982 and played Major League 
Baseball with the Indians and Seattle Mariners, and in Japan. 
Wilson lettered in football as an offensive lineman in 1980 and 
81. Jim and his wife Lisa have been married for 25 years and 
have 11-year-old twin daughters, Esti and Evan.

Ron Callan has spent over 35 years 
in the broadcast media business, all in 
the Pacific Northwest, and is in his fourth 
year as a member of the Beaver broad- 
cast team. Callan handles sideline duties 
as well as hosting the pre- and post- 
game shows. The AM 860 (OSU’s flagship 
station) sports director has been named the Associated Press 
Sportscaster of the Year three times. Callan spent seven seasons 
as the sideline reporter for the Seattle Seahawks’ radio network 
after a 10-year stint hosting the Washington Huskies’ postgame 
show on KIRO TV in Seattle.

THE MASCOT — BENNY 


Benny Beaver was adopted as Oregon State University’s mascot 
in 1952 after the school had a reported three previous mascots. The 
first mascot in 1893 was a coyote named Jimmie, owned by M.M.H. 
Kriebel. In 1909, a second mascot appeared on the scene. Dr. John Bell, 
a Corvallis pastor and former regent of Corvallis when the college was 
taken over by the state and became Oregon Agricultural College. In the 
early 1900s, “Doc Bell” was considered to be the varsity football squad’s 
“mascot” because of his steadfast attendance and advising. In 1921 
there was an attempt to make a live Beaver, “Bevo”, into the school 
mascot, but with little success. 

Benny Beaver, OSU's current mascot, was introduced to the stu- 
dent body by the school’s rally squad on September 18, 1952, in an 
effort to pick up sagging school spirit. 

“Benny Beaver, the rally squad’s candidate for handsomest man in 
school, has never been on campus before,” according to 7he Barometer 
(student paper), at the time. 

“The animal stands six-feet tall, wears vivid orange knickerbockers, 
a black jersey, and his familiar orange and black rooters lid.” 

Adopted as the official mascot in 1952, Benny Beaver still fires up 
the crowds at OSU athletic events today. 

Benny Beaver, while officially accepted as the school’s mascot in 
1952, actually can be traced back to the 1940-41 school year. A statue 
of a beaver named “Benny” appears in the school’s yearbook, and later 
a Barometer sports columnist used the pen name “Benny Beaver.”

TEAM COLORS — ORANGE & BLACK 


Oregon State was known as Corvallis College until the mid 1890s 
and the school color was navy blue. A faculty committee appointed by 
school President John Bloss voted to replace blue with orange. Not long 
after, black was selected by the student body as a background color. A 
local tailor named J.H. Harris donated black uniforms for the baseball 
team in this time frame, and it is believed to be where the black color 
scheme began in athletics, although that is debatable. An article in the 
local Corvallis Gazette-Times in 1892 describes the use of orange and 
black in commencement ceremonies, nearly a year prior to orange be- 
coming the official color. 

While orange was originally the official color, over the years black 
has become more universally accepted as one of the official colors. To- 
day, nearly all of OSU accepts black and Pantone 165 orange as the 
official colors.

Mike Riley has rightfully been credited with the rebirth of Oregon State football. The 58-year-old 
head coach has guided the Beavers to six bowl games in the last eight years, winning five, and started the 
rejuvenation of the program during his first tenure in 1997-98 that subsequently made three postseason 
appearances. 

A member of the American Football Coaches Association’s (AFCA) Board of Trustees and Ethics Com- 
mittee, Riley is the second winningest coach in Beaver football history with 69 victories - 5 short of 
matching Lon Stiner’s (1933-48) total. His résumé sparkles with achievements, including the 2008 AFCA 
and Pac-10 Conference Coach of the Year, and his teams have appeared in the final Associated Press top-25 
rankings in three of the last five years. 

The 11th-year head coach has also led his team to outstanding success in the classroom, where over 
the last four years Beavers have been honored by the Pac-10 for academic achievement 49 times. He’s 
also developed future NFL players with 24 draftees since his second arrival in 2003 and has had 71 all- 
conference selections. 

Riley is the first coach in OSU history to win more than one NCAA-sanctioned bowl game at OSU, 
capturing the 2003 Las Vegas Bowl, the 2004 Insight Bowl, the 2006 and 2008 Sun Bowls, and the 2007 
Emerald Bowl titles. He also is the first coach to lead the program to more than one winning conference 
season (5-3 in ‘04, 6-3 in ‘06, 6-3 in ‘07, 7-2 in ‘08 and 6-3 in ‘09) since 1969. 

His 2010 team played the most difficult schedule in the nation competing against four teams that 
finished the year in the top seven of the national polls, and winning two games over top-25 clubs. The team 
featured defensive tackle Stephen Paea earning Pac-10 Defensive Player of the Year and for the second 
time was named the recipient of the league’s Morris Trophy, awarded to the conference’s top defensive 
lineman. Jacquizz Rodgers earned Pac-10 First Team for the third consecutive season and joined just two 
other former Pac-10 running backs (Napolean Kaufman and Charles White) as three-time honorees. Riley 
also led the “Beaver Nation” charge to school records for average home attendance (45,509) and for season 


ticket sales (26,952).

The 2008 Beavers lost more 
starters than any other Pac-10 team, but Riley and his staff found replacements within the program to 
turn what was expected to be a rebuilding year into a 9-4 season and the program’s second-best ever 
mark in the Pac-10 Conference at 7-2 (tied for second). All of this while playing a schedule that was 
considered one of the toughest in the nation that included three BCS bowl teams (USC, Utah, Penn State). 
The keynote victory of the season was a 27-21 win over then No. 1 USC Sept. 25 - at the time the Beavers 
were unranked. The season culminated with a 3-0 victory over No. 18 Pittsburgh in the Sun Bowl, a game 
OSU played without two of the team’s top three offensive weapons - Pac-10 Offensive MVP and All-America 
running back Jacquizz Rodgers and his brother receiver James Rodgers. The team ended the year No. 18 

in the final Associated Press Poll and No. 19 in the USA Today.

His 2007 team won seven of the final eight games on 
the way to a 9-4 mark, just one game behind co-Pac-10 champions USC and Arizona State at 6-3 in the 
league. The team won at No. 2 California when a Bear victory would have moved them to No. 1 and beat No. 
18 Oregon in Eugene. The defensive unit finished first in the nation against the run and accumulated the 
most yards lost via tackles than any other team in the Football Bowl Subdivision. 

The 2006 team became only the second club in OSU history to capture at least 10 victories - winning 
eight of the last nine, including defeating No. 3 USC, No. 24 Hawai’i and Oregon. To cap one of the best 
seasons in school history, the Beavers won a thrilling game over Missouri (39-38) in arguably the best Sun 
Bowl ever played. The final summary of the season showed OSU finishing third in the Pac-10, just one game 
behind co-winners USC and California. 

In 2004 the team accepted the challenge of playing both the ‘03 defending national champions, the 
eventual 2004 national champions and faced one of the most difficult schedules overall in the nation. The 
team fought through early setbacks before defeating Oregon in the annual Civil War in then record fashion. 
The victory over the archrivals propelled OSU to a convincing 38-21 victory over Notre Dame in the Insight 
Bowl. The Beavers closed 2004 winning six of their final seven games and pushing Orange Bowl/National 
champion USC to the wire. 

The hometown boy - he attended Corvallis High School - returned to the Beaver sideline for the second 
time and led the program to the 2003 Las Vegas Bowl title. His ‘03 team set numerous individual and team 
records, and led the Pac-10 Conference for both offense and defense.

Riley left Oregon State after the 1998 season to pursue a unique opportunity to become the head coach 
of the National Football League’s San Diego Chargers. He spent four years in the NFL, returning to Oregon 
State after a one-year stint as an assistant with the New Orleans Saints. 

Riley was a popular choice when he was originally hired for the position in late December of 1996 and 
was equally as popular upon his hiring the second time. 

Riley calls Corvallis his hometown, although he was born in Wallace, Idaho. He grew up watching 
Beaver football, as his father Bud was an assistant coach for the program from 1965-72 and again in 1979. 
Mike was a standout quarterback at Corvallis High School, leading the Spartans to the 1970 state title. 

Riley, who already had coaching in his blood at a young age, made the decision to continue playing the 
sport in college at the University of Alabama for legendary coach Paul “Bear” Bryant. He played cornerback 
from 1971-74, helping the Tide to four Southeastern Conference titles and the 1973 national championship. 

Riley immediately launched a successful coaching career following his graduation from Alabama. 
His first stop was as a defensive graduate assistant coach for Mike White at the University of California in 
1975. He helped the Bears to an 8-3 record and a share of the Pacific-8 Conference title, the first and only 
for the program since the Pac-8/10 Conference was formed in 1968. 

He continued his education and his coaching in 1976 at Whitworth College in Spokane, Wash. He 
finished his master’s degree in physical education in 1977 while working for the popular Pacific Northwest 
coach and future Canadian Football League legend Hugh Campbell. 

Riley’s first full-time appointment came at NAIA powerhouse Linfield College in McMinnville, Ore. From 
1977-82 he served as the pro- 
gram’s defensive coordinator and

Riley returned to the college level in 1986 as an assistant coach at the University of Northern Colorado, 
before being named the youngest coach in CFL history in 1987 with Winnipeg at 33-years of age. Riley 
guided the Bombers to two Grey Cup titles (1988, ’90) and was named the CFL’s Coach of the Year in those 

seasons. He was inducted into the club’s Hall of Fame June 13, 2007.

In 1991 Riley took over the San Antonio Riders of the World Football League, spending two seasons 
before the league suspended its North American operations. 

He returned to the college ranks in 1993 when then USC head coach John Robinson offered him the 
position of offensive coordinator and quarterbacks coach - he later became assistant head coach. The Mesa 
(Ariz.) Tribune named him the league’s top assistant coach in 1993 after leading the Trojans’ offense to 
record setting numbers. Then USC quarterback Rob Johnson earned numerous Pac-10 and NCAA records, 
and would later become a first-round draft pick. 

Riley remained at USC through the 1997 season, helping the Trojans to victories in the Rose, Cotton, 
and Freedom Bowls. USC won one outright league title, shared another and finished second one time. 

In addition, Riley has been the head coach for three postseason all-star games - the Hula Bowl, East- 
West Shrine Game and Blue-Gray All-Star Classic. 

Mike and his wife Dee are the parents of one son, Matthew, and one daughter, Kate. Matthew, an 
OSU graduate, is currently employed within the Beaver Athletic Department as a video specialist and Kate 
is a senior at OSU. Mike’s brother, Edward Riley, is a physician and Associate Professor at the Stanford 
University School of Medicine. 

Riley is under contract at OSU through at least 2019 - his contract rolls over one year for every time 
the team plays in a bowl game. 

His success at all levels is well documented. Riley has earned the respect of players, coaches, media 
and fans. He has been called the savior of Oregon State football and the future continues to look bright for 
the Orange and Black.

Beavers still have most diversified ‘0’

For the most part, coaches crave a balanced offense. 

Six teams can lay claim to having had the most balanced offenses since the turn of the 
century. Boise State, Houston, Missouri, Oregon State, Texas and USC have had at least five 
1,000-yard rushers, 3,000-yard passers and 1,000-yard receivers apiece, starting with the 2000 
season. 

The most balanced offense of them all? Using the Rivals.com “Diversification Quotient,” it’s 
Oregon State, with a quotient of 22 (nine 1,000-yard rushers + five 3,000-yard passers + eight 
3,000-yard receivers = 22). 

Hawaii actually has the highest “Quotient” at 25, but 24 of the Warriors’ points are a result 
of their passing attack (nine 3,000-yard passers and 15 1,000-yard receivers). Texas Tech also 
is at 22, but all of the Red Raiders’ points came from the pass (11 3,000-yard passers and 11 
1,000-yard receivers). Indeed, Texas Tech is one of just five FBS schools that hasn’t had a 1,000- 
yard rusher this century. 

We looked at each school that was in the FBS last season, including those schools, such 
as Florida International and Western Kentucky, that became FBS members within the past few 
years. We did not use a school’s FCS statistics in compiling these lists. And remember that bowl 
stats did not count toward a player’s official NCAA individual stats until the 2002 season. 

We've compiled a list at how each of the 120 FBS schools fared reaching those statistical 
milestones in the past decade. Plus, we’ve come up with the charts below spotlighting the good 
and the bad in terms of reaching those milestones.

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Jay Locey is in his sixth year at Oregon State as the Assistant Head Coach, and returns to coach- 
ing the tight ends after serving in that role for the 2006 and ‘07 seasons. For the last three years he 
coached the Beavers’ wide receivers. 

He came to OSU after a tremendously successful career at Linfield College in nearby McMin- 
nville. Locey brought to Oregon State many of the aspects that made him one of the most successful 
coaches in small college football, including the well-received team building activities that he credits 
for much of the success at his former program. 

His 2010 corps had to overcome the loss of All-America receiver James Rodgers due to injury 
early in the season. With the loss of the veteran receiver, Locey developed a young group that will 
excel for seasons to come, and in 2011 he will welcome back Rodgers for a fifth year of eligibility. 
Sophomore Markus Wheaton led the team in receptions in 2010 with 54. 

In 2009, Rodgers earned first team honors after setting a school record with 91 receptions. He 
led the Pac-10 and ranked 13th in the nation for receptions per game (7.0). The junior also ranked 
second in the league for receiving yards per game (79.5), and was the league-leader and seventh in 
the nation for all-purpose yards (179.1). 

Locey’s receivers in 2008 had a banner year that culminated with a Pac-10 First Team selection 
in Sammie Stroughter, who was later invited to the East-West Shrine Game and was drafted in the 
seventh round by the Tampa Bay Buccaneers. His other two starters, James Rodgers and Shane Mo- 
rales, also earned All-Pac-10 honors. That trio of receivers all ranked in the top-10 of the Conference 
in receptions per game, with Stroughter leading the league with 80 yards receiving per outing. 

Locey spent the first two seasons at OSU working with the tight ends. In 2006 he coached 
senior Joe Newton, who earned postseason all-conference honors and competed in the Senior Bowl. 
Newton finished his career with the most touchdowns (15) ever for a Beaver tight end. 

Locey is one of the most successful coaches in the history of small college football. The five-time 
Northwest Conference Coach of the Year led the Wildcats to the 2004 NCAA Division Ill title and in 10 
years as the head coach, guided the program to a record of 84-18, including a streak of 41 consecu- 
tive wins. 

During his tenure as head coach, Locey coached 16 All-Americans, led Linfield to its longest 
Northwest Conference unbeaten streak (23 games), and continued with the program’s NCAA record 
consecutive winning seasons streak which stood at 50 at the end of 2005. 

Locey was associated with Linfield for 23 years and experienced three national titles and 13 
conference championships. In 2005 he was named one of the state’s top 25 most influential sports 
people by 7he Oregonian and was selected the Division Ill Strength and Conditioning Coach of the 
Year. 

Locey began his Linfield career in 1983 when he accepted the position of defensive coordina- 
tor, replacing current Oregon State head coach Mike Riley, who moved on to the Canadian Football 
League. 

The 55-year-old native of Corvallis served as an assistant under a number of Northwest coach- 
ing legends, including Ad Rutschman, Bud Riley, Dee Andros, Tom Smythe and Chuck Solberg. His 
grandfather, Percy Locey, was a college football coach at the University of Denver and the athletic 
director at Oregon State (1937-47). 

In addition to his coaching duties at Linfield, Locey was a full professor in the College of Health 
and Human Performance. He was an instructor for anatomical kinesiology and the principles of 
neuromuscular conditioning. 

As a sophomore at Corvallis High School in 1970, he had the opportunity to play on the varsity 
football team that went undefeated and won the state championship. A reserve linebacker, he played 
special teams while learning under a special group of seniors that included Mike Riley, Gary Beck 
(OSU's FB Coordinator of Support Services), Don Reynolds, Jerry Hackenbruck and Kerry Eggers. 

Locey earned a football scholarship to Oregon State. After starting just one game as a sopho- 
more, he went on to receive All-Pacific-8 Conference First Team honors as a defensive back in 1976 
and second team in 1975. Twice he was singled out as OSU’s top student-athlete and received the 
outstanding senior award his final year. After an attempt at playing professional football in Canada, 
Locey returned to Oregon and embarked on a career in coaching. He served as a graduate assistant 
for one season at OSU before being hired by Smythe as a secondary coach at Lakeridge High School 
in Lake Oswego, Ore. 

After four successful years at Lakeridge, Locey returned to his alma mater to coach with Beck 
while completing his master’s degree at the University of Oregon (1983). Locey honed his coaching 
skills under Rutschman, and was a part of two NAIA national title teams in 1984 and 1986 before 
leading the Wildcats to the 2004 NCAA crown. 

His family includes wife, Susan, and daughters Danika, Braelyn and Rachelle.

Mark Banker and the assistants have developed one of the top defenses in the nation, and it’s 
backed up by the statistics. Banker, in his ninth year as defensive coordinator, has had over 50 players 
earn postseason All-Pac-10 Conference honors. 

In 2010 Banker was named the Pac-10 Defensive Coordinator of the Week for his team’s effort in 
allowing just 255 yards in a 38-6 victory over No. 20 USC. Seven players on defense earned Pac-10 Confer- 
ence postseason honors, including defensive tackle Stephen Paea earning his second Morris Trophy honor, 
presented annually to league’s top defensive lineman. Paea also earned consensus All-America honors. 

Banker had only three starters return to his defense in 2009, yet he molded the team to make yet 
another run at the conference title finishing second. Paea was the recipient of the Pac-10’s Morris Tro- 
phy and linebacker Keaton Kristick joined Paea on the conference’s first team. Three other linebackers 
earned honorable mention all-conference. 

In 2008, Banker’s defense ranked second in the Pac-10, allowing 312.2 yards per game. There were 
many highlights to the season, including shutting down the vaunted USC offense in a 27-21 victory in 
then the No. 1 Trojans only loss of the year. His unit also shut out Pittsburgh in the Sun Bowl, marking the 
only postseason game where a team was held scoreless. The individual highlights were many including 
eight defenders earning All-Pac-10 honors. Defensive end Victor Butler, a first team All-Pac-10 player, 
had a record breaking season for tackles-for-loss and was named the Sun Bowl MVP after making four 
sacks. Butler (Dallas), defensive end Slade Norris (Oakland), Keenan Lewis (Pittsburgh), Al Afalava 
(Chicago) and Brandon Hughes (San Diego) were all selected in the NFL Draft. 

In 2007, the defense was first against the rush (70.6 yards), fourth for quarterback sacks (3.4 per 
game), sixth for tackles-for-loss (8.2) and eighth for total defense (306.2). Eleven players earned post- 
season honors and linebacker Joey LaRocque was drafted by the Chicago Bears. Following the season 
he and head coach Mike Riley, offensive coordinator Danny Langsdorf and offensive line coach Mike 
Cavanaugh served on the coaching staff at the Hula Bowl. 

His 2006 team led the Pac-10 and finished third for quarterback sacks, was the conference leader 
for red-zone defense and led the nation for tackles-for-loss yardage (528). The team also produced four 
all-conference players, including first team honoree Sabby Piscitelli, one of the best safeties to ever play 
at OSU. Piscitelli went on to be drafted by the Tampa Bay Buccaneers. 

In 2005 the team ranked fourth in the Pac-10 for total defense, including leading the conference 
and finishing 17th for rush defense (108.0). Following the season linebacker Keith Ellison was drafted by 
the Buffalo Bills. 

His 2004 unit led the Pac-10 Conference for pass efficiency defense (100.9/8th in NCAA) and ranked 
second for passing yards allowed (196.0), total defense (313.3), third down conversion defense (29.4%) 
and red zone defense (71.7%). This coming after the 2003 team posted similar numbers and rankings. 

Banker first stepped onto the OSU campus in 1997 with Riley, and has spent 14 of the last 15 
seasons with him. He spent two years at OSU as the secondary coach and recruiting coordinator. The ‘97 
Beavers ranked among the Pac-10’s best for interceptions with 16 and Banker helped the program finish 
sixth in the league for pass defense. Cornerback Basheer Elahee ranked tied for third in the league in ‘97 
for pass breakups (12) and safety Andrae Holland led the league in ‘98 in the breakup category with 22. 
Banker also had the opportunity to recruit and coach a young player by the name of Dennis Weathersby, 
who went on to become an All-American cornerback. 

Banker began his coaching career in 1979 as a graduate assistant for his alma mater, Springfield 
College in Massachusetts. He spent two years at Springfield, one as an offensive line coach and one as 
running backs coach, before embarking on a full-time career. 

His first full-time opportunity came at Cal State-Northridge in 1981. He remained with the Matador 
program until 1994, serving 11 years as defensive coordinator. When he first arrived at CSUN the pro- 
gram had just 11 scholarships; when he left the program sponsored 54. 

In 1995 he moved to the Football Bowl Subdivision (Div. 1) ranks at the University of Hawai’i as the 
outside linebackers and special teams coach. In 1996 he moved to the University of Southern California, 
joining a staff that included Riley. 

Following his first tenure at Oregon State, Banker went with most of the coaching staff to San Diego 
to work for the Chargers. He was promoted to defensive coordinator in 2001 after serving two seasons as 
the cornerbacks coach. As the coordinator the Chargers ranked 11th in the league for total defense and 
first for rush defense average. 

Banker earned three letters as a running back at Springfield, where he graduated with a bachelor’s 
degree in physical education. He is a high school graduate of Plymouth-Carver in Massachusetts, where 
he earned a total of 11 letters in football, hockey and baseball. 

Mark and his wife Debbie have three children; Chris, Jayme and Kelsey.

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Bruce Read is in his third tenure as the special teams coordinator at Oregon State, with 2011 
marking his third consecutive year in Beaver gear. His previous tenures included the 1997-98 and 
2004-06 seasons. In addition to his college résumé, Read has coached special teams in the NFL for 
three clubs, 2007-08 with the Dallas Cowboys, 2002-03 with the New York Giants and 1999-2001 
with the San Diego Chargers. 

Read is considered the best special teams coach in OSU history with numerous Beavers achiev- 
ing outstanding accomplishments and school records. In 2010, OSU set a school record for kickoff 
return average at 26.4 yards (4th in NCAA) and posted the third-best punt return mark at 14.8 yards 
(6th in NCAA). Sophomore Jordan Poyer ended the year with second-best punt return average in the 
Pac-10 Conference at 27.8 yards per attempt. 

In 2009, Suaesi Tuimaunei earned first team All-Pac-10 for his play on coverage teams and 
kicker Justin Kahut was a second team honoree. Kahut led the conference for scoring with 111 
points, and James Rodgers finished in the league’s top five for punt and kickoff returns. 

In 2006, Sammie Stroughter earned third team All-American honors in part for his punt return 
abilities and placekicker Alexis Serna garnered second team All-Pac-10. Stroughter set the school 
record with three punt returns for touchdowns and Serna, at the time, had a school record 106 
consecutive made extra point attempts - he eventually made 144 consecutively. Stroughter’s play 
impressed NFL scouts and he has gone on to a successful NFL career with Tampa Bay. 

In 2005 Read coached First Team All-Pac-10 selections punter Sam Paulescu and Serna. Serna 
was the ‘05 recipient of the Lou Groza Award, recognizing the nation’s premier kicker, and an Associ- 
ated Press Second Team All-American. Paulescu has played for five NFL teams and is currently with 
Washington. 

Read spent the 2002 and 2003 seasons as the special teams coach for the New York Giants of 
the National Football League. During the ‘03 season, the Giants improved in six of eight statistical 
special teams categories. 

Read accompanied Riley to San Diego in 1999 to coach the Chargers’ special teams. The Char- 
gers led the NFL in 2001 with a kickoff return average of 26.0 yards - 4.4 yards more than the NFL 
average for that season. Ronny Jenkins led the league with a 26.6 yards per kickoff return average 
and scored two touchdowns. For his career with the Chargers, the team consistently rated above the 
average mark in most statistical categories, and in his first year with the club the team improved 18 
spots in the NFL's special teams category to sixth. In 2001 the Chargers were third for special teams 
and punter Darren Bennett played in the Pro Bowl. 

While at Oregon State during his first tenure, Beaver special teams units blocked 15 kicks. Dur- 
ing the 1998 season, OSU was second in the Pac-10 with a .654 (17-26) field goal percentage and 
was third for kickoff return average at 23.1 yards. In 1997, kicker Jose Cortez ranked tied for third 
for field goal conversions with 11. 

Read began his coaching career in 1985 working alongside his father, head coach Don Read at 
the University of Montana. He was named a full-time assistant in 1987, where he would serve the 
next 10 years as a special teams coach. While at Montana the program broke over 30 records for 
special teams, and blocked 27 punts and 22 kicks. Montana claimed three Big Sky Conference titles 
(1993, ‘95, ‘96) and won the 1995 NCAA Division I-AA title. 

Read is a 1986 graduate of Portland State with a bachelor’s degree in social science. 

He and his wife Christina, have two sons, Justin and Joshua.

Danny Langsdorf is in his seventh season at Oregon State University in his current capacity as the 
offensive coordinator and quarterbacks coach. This is his ninth year overall in the program, serving 
two years as a graduate assistant coach for Mike Riley during the 1997 and ‘98 seasons. 

The 39-year-old Langsdorf arrived at OSU for his second tenure after spending three years with 
the New Orleans Saints and during the 2002 season coached with Riley. Langsdorf spent the last two 
years as assistant wide receivers/special teams coach for the Saints and in 2002 he was the offensive 
assistant/quality control coach. 

Langsdorf’s offenses have produced gaudy numbers with five of the top nine OSU season perfor- 
mances in total offense coming under his guidance. According to Rivals.com, OSU had the most diversi- 
fied offense in the nation over the last decade; Langsdorf played a big part in that impressive statistic. 

In 2010 Langsdorf guided first-year starting quarterback Ryan Katz through a season that fea- 
tured the Beavers playing the most difficult schedule in the nation. Katz finished eighth in the confer- 
ence for total offense (201.2 yds). Langsdorf also guided one of the nation’s premier running backs 
Jacquizz Rodgers to his third 1,000-yard season and to Pac-10 Conference First Team honors. 

The 2009 Beavers played the season finale with the Rose Bowl invitation on the line and ended 
playing in their fourth consecutive bowl game. Three offensive players landed on the first team All- 
Pac-10 squad, including the first OSU quarterback ever with the accomplishment - Sean Canfield. 
The brother duo of James and Jacquizz Rodgers also earned Pac-10 first team honors. OSU led the 
league for passing offense (270.8 yards p/g), pass efficiency (141.5) and first downs (278), and was 
in the top three for scoring offense (31.5) and total offense (410.6 pg). The team also led the nation 
for redzone efficiency at 96 percent. 

In 2008 the team finished second in the Pac-10 for pass offense (249 yds p/g), third for total offense 
(407.1 p/g) and in the top half overall for pass efficiency and scoring. Individually, the unit featured Pac- 
10 Offensive MVP Jacquizz Rodgers, the first freshman to ever earn the honor, as well as All-American 
tackle Andy Levitre. A total of six Beavers on offense earned All-Pac-10 honors, including three on the 
first team. The Beavers also won yet another bowl game, capturing the Sun Bowl over Pittsburgh. 

The 2007 the offense overcame a rash of injuries to finish third in the conference for the second 
consecutive year with a 6-3 mark. The Beavers once again won their bow! game, defeating Maryland 
in the Emerald Bowl. Tailback Yvenson Bernard finished his illustrious career sixth in the Pac-10 and 
second all-time at OSU for career rushing yards with 3,862. Bernard and linemen Roy Schuening and 
Andy Levitre earned Pac-10 All-Conference accolades. Following the season, Langsdorf coached in the 
Hula Bowl with head coach Mike Riley, defensive coordinator Mark Banker and offensive line coach 
Mike Cavanaugh. 

In 2006 the Beaver offense enjoyed a balanced attack led by senior quarterback Matt Moore and 
an experienced returning cast. Bernard and guard Jeremy Perry earned first team All-Pac-10 Confer- 
ence, and another seven Beavers earned second team and honorable mention acclaim. Overall the 
offense finished in the top half of the conference for scoring, passing, pass efficiency, first downs, red 
zone offense and time of possession. The team also scored 30-plus points in eight games, including 
six of the final seven. 

In his first year as offensive coordinator in 2005, Oregon State broke the school record for total 
offense for an 11-game season with 4,609 yards, which included an 11-game record for passing with 
3,261 yards. Five offensive players in ‘05 earned postseason honors, including wide receiver Mike Hass 
who was the Biletnikoff Award recipient and a first team All-American. 

Prior to his stint with the Saints, he was an assistant coach with the Edmonton Eskimos of the Ca- 
nadian Football League. Langsdorf was the Eskimos’ offensive coordinator/quarterbacks coach from 
2000-2001 after serving as the wide receivers coach in 1999. His guidance helped Edmonton lead the 
CFL for total yards in 2001 with 6,606. 

Langsdorf began his professional career as a player/coach with the Deggendorf Blackhawks of 
Germany. His college coaching career started in 1996 at California Lutheran University in Thousand 
Oaks. 

During Lansgsdorf’s first two years at Oregon State he worked with the offense, particularly 
focusing on the tight ends. He was part of the coaching team that transformed the offense from the 
wishbone to a multiple set. 

The native of McMinnville, Ore., was a standout college football student-athlete playing quarter- 
back. He was a member of the Boise State University football team from 1991-93, lettering one season 
and earning Big Sky Conference All-Academic honors as a sophomore. He transferred to Linfield Col- 
lege in McMinnville after the ‘93 season and became the Wildcats’ starting quarterback for 1994 and 
‘95. He played for his father (Ed) at Linfield and was selected to the All-Northwest Conference Team 
as a junior after passing for 2,055 yards and 24 touchdowns. He set a then-school record with 493 
passing yards against Southern Oregon on Nov. 12, 1994. He was injured much of his senior season, 
but concluded his two-year career with 2,724 yards, completing 195 of 356 pass attempts. 

Ed Langsdorf is a scout with the San Diego Chargers after spending 20 years as a coach at Linfield. 

Danny is married to the former Michele Bertrand, a softball standout at Linfield who still appears 
in the school record books for her pitching prowess. The couple have a 1-year old son named Dawsen. 
Danny graduated from Linfield in 1995 with a bachelor’s degree in exercise science. 

He donated a kidney to Laurie Cavanaugh, offensive line coach Mike Cavanaugh’s wife, in May of 
2007.

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Chris Brasfield joined the Oregon State staff in March of 2011 as running backs coach, after 
serving the 2010 season as a defensive graduate assistant coach at the University of Oregon. 

While at Oregon, he worked with the defensive backs, oversaw the defensive interns and stu- 
dent-assistants, evaluated recruiting video and was involved in on-campus recruiting. 

Brasfield arrived at Oregon after three-plus seasons at Samford University in Birmingham where 
he was the running backs coach. While with the Bulldogs he coached (the first two seasons) the 
school’s career rushing leader Chris Evans, who accounted for 4,575 yards and 33 touchdowns. 
While at Samford he also participated one summer in the NFL Minority Coaching Internship program 
with the Tennessee Titans. 

Brasfield’s NFL experience isn’t limited to his stint with the Titans, he also participated in the 
internship program with the Oakland Raiders in 2000 and for six months (2001-02) was a scout for 
the Tampa Bay Buccaneers. 

The native of San Antonio, Texas began his coaching career in 1996 as a graduate assistant 
with wide receivers and special teams responsibilities at Midwestern State in Wichita Falls, Texas. 
He later served as a wide receivers coach at Southwest Texas State (now Texas State) for the 1999 
season and as an offensive graduate assistant coach at TCU during the 2001 preseason. 

Brasfield has extensive high school football coaching experience as well, that includes at Fort 
Worth’s Country Day and All Saints Episcopal, and at Chicago Hope Academy in Illinois. 

Brasfield played collegiately at TCU in 1994 and ‘95 as a wide receiver and return specialist 
after transferring to the Horned Frogs from UTEP where he was a team member from 1991-93. He 
is a 1996 graduate of TCU with a bachelor’s degree in economics and in 2001 with his master’s in 
liberal arts. He helped TCU capture the 1994 Southwest Conference title and played in that season’s 
Independence Bowl. Brasfield, who was in the Dallas Cowboys’ training camp in 1997, received the 
1996 Ralphe Lowe Sportsmanship Award at TCU. 

He is married to the former Sherresa Ward, a 1997 OSU graduate, and the couple has three 
children, Tyson, Taylor and Truman.

Mike Cavanaugh is in his seventh season as Oregon State's offensive line coach. 

Cavanaugh’s line has enabled the Beaver offense to be one of the best in the nation during 
his tenure. He has had three offensive linemen drafted during his tenure and 2007 draftee Adam 
Koets earned a Super Bowl ring with the New York Giants while Kyle DeVan started at guard for the 
Indianapolis Colts in the 2010 Super Bowl. He has also coached OSU All-Americans Andy Levitre (OT) 
and Jeremy Perry (0G). 

His 2010 line was a roster of youthful players, with the exception of veteran center Alex Linnen- 
kohl. Linnenkohl earned Pac-10 Conference Second Team honors while leading the Beaver offense 
that featured all-league running back Jacquizz Rodgers. Linnenkohl started 38 consecutive games. 
Tackle Mike Remmers also garnered postseason honors, earning Pac-10 Honorable Mention. 

In 2009 several injuries forced the offensive line to adapt while playing several young linemen. 
Gregg Peat, the veteran of the group, earned first team All-Pac-10 honors, while center Alex Lin- 
nenkohl was an honorable mention selection and tackle Michael Philipp earned true freshman All- 
America honors. With two walkons in the starting lineup protecting and blocking, quarterback Sean 
Canfield, running back Jacquizz Rodgers and receiver James Rodgers all earned first team all-league 
acclaim. 

In 2008 his line helped running back Jacquizz Rodgers become the first freshman ever to earn 
Pac-10 Conference Offensive MVP honors. Levitre, a second round NFL Draft selection of Buffalo, and 
guard Adam Speer earned all-league honors to go along with Rodgers. His line was one of the best 
in the nation at protecting the quarterback, allowing an average of one sack per every 21 attempts. 

In 2007 his group assisted Beaver running back Yvenson Bernard finish his career sixth in the Pac- 
10 Conference for career yards with 3,862, second all-time at OSU. Guard Roy Schuening earned first 
team all-league honors while Levitre earned second team and DeVan honorable mention. Schuening 
was drafted in the fifth round by the St. Louis Rams while DeVan went the free agent route. 

The 2006 team featured sophomore guard Jeremy Perry earning first team All-Pac-10 honors, 
Koets and DeVan garnered second team acclaim, and Schuening and Levitre earned honorable men- 
tion. Koets was a sixth round pick of the Giants. Oregon State was the only program in the Pac-10 to 
have all five of its starters earn postseason honors. 

Cavanaugh’s ‘06 group was so highly regarded by the Beaver coaching staff and players that 
head coach Mike Riley elected to run a dive play for a two-point conversion with 23 seconds remain- 
ing in the 2006 Sun Bowl, earning Oregon State a 39-38 victory over Missouri. 

In 2005 three of “Cavs” offensive linemen earned postseason honors, including Perry as the Pac- 
10 Co-Freshman of the Year and College Football News Freshman All-America. Running behind the 
likes of Perry, Bernard was the nation’s ninth-best running back in terms of yards per game (120.1). 

Cavanaugh, a 1986 graduate of Southern Connecticut University, spent six seasons at the University 
of Hawai’i as the offensive line coach. He coached five NFL draft selections during his Warrior tenure. 

The 47-year-old Cavanaugh helped Hawai’ finish in the top 17 for total offense in each of his last 
four seasons, including second in 2002 at 495.6 yards per game. Hawai’i was sixth in 2003 at 488.1, 
seventh in 2001 at 462.7 and 17th in 2004 at 434.0. The Warriors are known for their passing attack, 
yet during the Cavanaugh tenure the team allowed just one sack on every 26 attempts. 

During his career at the Manoa campus, the Warriors played in four bowl! games, including a 
23-17 victory over Oregon State in the 1999 Oahu Bowl. 

Cavanaugh began his coaching career as a graduate assistant at the University of Albany in New 
York. In 1987 he was the offensive line coach at Wesleyan in Middletown, Conn., and from 1988-91 
he was at Alma College in Michigan. While at Alma he served as the offensive coordinator/offensive 
line coach for the first three seasons and then as the defensive coordinator/linebackers coach for the 
final year. 

Cavanaugh then was the offensive line coach and strength coach at Murray State in Kentucky 
for the 1992 season, and offensive coordinator and offensive line coach at Sacred Heart University 
in Connecticut for 1993 and ‘94. He was the offensive line coach and recruiting coordinator at Ferris 
State University in Michigan for the 1995 and ‘96 seasons and helped the program win a pair of 
Midwest Intercollegiate Conference titles. The ‘95 team advanced to the NCAA Division II semifinals. 

He moved on to the National Football League in 1997 as the assistant offensive line/quality control 
coach for the San Diego Chargers, a position he held for two years, before joining the Hawai'i staff. 

Cavanaugh played college football at New Haven from 1981-82 before transferring to Southern 
Connecticut State where he earned a bachelor’s degree in physical education in 1986. The Walling- 
ford, Conn., native is married to the former Laurie Gilbride and the couple has two sons, Shane and 
Blair. Laurie’s brother is Kevin Gilbride, the offensive coordinator of the 2008 Super Bowl champion 
New York Giants.

Keith Heyward is in his fourth year as a full-time assistant coach at Oregon State, but has been 
associated with the university at times since 1997. 

Heyward, a postseason honors recipient as a defensive back at Oregon State, assisted corner- 
back James Dockery earn Pac-10 Honorable Mention during the 2010 season after being among 
league leaders for interceptions (4). Dockery went on to play in the inaugural Eastham College 
All-Star Game in Arizona following the season. 

His 2009 cornerbacks were one of the youngest groups in the nation after graduating a pair 
of NFL draftees from the 2008 season. In the ‘08 season Keenan Lewis and Brandon Hughes were 
drafted by Pittsburgh and San Diego, respectively, earned Pac-10 Conference honors and played in 
postseason all-star games. His backfield helped the Beavers’ pass defense rank third in the Pac-10. 

Heyward came to OSU after spending the 2007 season as the inside linebackers coach at Cal 
Poly-San Luis Obispo. He helped the Mustangs finish first in the Great Western Conference for rush 
defense and third for total defense. 

Prior to his one season at Cal Poly, he served as the graduate assistant coach for defense at 
Oregon State for the 2005 and 2006 seasons, where he assisted in the development of two current 
NFL players (Keith Ellison & Sabby Piscitelli). During that span the Beaver defense ranked first in 
the Pac-10 Conference against the run, for quarterback sacks and tackles-for-loss yardage. The ‘06 
team produced a 10-4 record, including ending USC’s 27-game league winning streak and defeating 
Missouri in the Sun Bowl. 

He is considered one of the best cornerbacks to ever play at Oregon State, starting 35 consecu- 
tive games and lettering four seasons (1997-2000). He played a pivotal part in the rebirth of Beaver 
football and was on the school’s most successful team as a senior, defeating Notre Dame in the 
Fiesta Bowl and ending the year No. 4 in the country with an 11-1 record. 

Heyward was a 2000 Pac-10 Conference Honorable Mention selection and in 1997 Riley named 
him Rookie of the Year. For his career he made 88 tackles, 23 pass breakups and notched five 
interceptions. 

Heyward is a 2002 OSU graduate in communications. Following his college playing career he 
was on the professional rosters of the British Columbia Lions, Scottish Claymores and Los Angeles 
Avengers. He also participated in the preseason camps of the San Francisco 49ers and Seattle 
Seahawks. In addition, Heyward also has been employed in the private sector.

Joe Seumalo (pronounced Say-u-malo) is in his sixth year at Oregon State and he is credited 
with developing one of the best defensive lines in the nation. 

Defensive tackle Stephen Paea earned the Morris Trophy in 2010 for the second consecutive 
year. The award is presented to the Pac-10 Conference’s top defensive lineman as voted on by the 
league's offensive linemen. Paea also was a consensus All-America selection and was invited to play 
in the Senior Bowl. In addition, end Gabe Miller was selected to the Conference’s Honorable Mention 
team. Both Paea and Miller were members of the 2011 NFL Draft. 

Paea burst onto the college football map in 2009 as a junior, earning Pac-10 First Team honors 
as well as being the recipient of the league’s Morris Trophy. Led by Paea, the Beavers rushing 
defense ranked among the top 25 in the country. His defensive line helped OSU play in its fourth 
consecutive bowl game. 

In 2008, his Beaver defense was the only unit in the NCAA to hold an opponent (Pittsburgh) 
scoreless in a bowl game (Sun). The defense ranked second overall in the Pac-10 for fewest yards 
allowed per contest (312) and quarterback sacks (39), and fifth for yards lost (456) via tackles-for- 
loss. His 2008 team also featured two of the best defensive ends in the history of the program, Victor 
Butler and Slade Norris. Butler earned the Sun Bowl’s MVP honor after making five tackles-for-loss, 
including four quarterback sacks. Butler's 21.5 tackles-for-loss overall in ‘08 set a school record 
and he matched the Beaver mark for sacks (12) and forced fumbles (4) for a season. Three of his 
defenders earned All-Pac-10 honors, with Butler (Dallas) and Norris (Oakland) being selected in the 
fourth round of the NFL Draft. 

In 2007, the Beavers led the nation against the run (70.6), were fourth for quarterback sacks 
(3.4 per game), sixth for tackles-for-loss (8.2 pg) and eighth for total defense overall (306.2 yds 
p/g). The team accounted for more yards (537) lost via tackles-for-loss than any other team. Of the 
13 teams the Beavers faced in 2007, 12 gained under their season average for rushing yards. All four 
of his starters on the Beaver defensive line earned Pac-10 postseason honors. 

Seumalo’s first year with the program was very successful as he was part of a defensive unit 
that ranked first in the Pac-10 for quarterback sacks and led the nation for tackles-for-loss yardage 
(528). Linemen Ben Siegert and Jeff Van Orsow both earned Pac-10 postseason recognition after the 
two made among the biggest plays in OSU history. Siegert blocked a school record two field goals in 
the win over Oregon, including the Ducks’ game-winning attempt. Van Orsow deflected John David 
Booty’s two-point conversion attempt to preserve a 33-31 win over USC, ending the Trojans’ 27-game 
conference win streak. 

Seumalo arrived at Oregon State after one year as the defensive line coach at San Jose State 
University. Prior to his stint in the Bay Area, he spent four years as the defensive line coach at Cal 
Poly University in San Luis, Obispo. 

At Cal Poly, he was part of a coaching staff that molded one of the top Division I-AA defenses. 
In 2004, the nationally-ranked Mustangs were third in the country for rushing defense and ninth in 
scoring defense yielding just 16.6 points per game. One of his linemen, All-American Chris Gocong, 
led all I-AA players in quarterback sacks with 17.5 and was second in tackles-for-loss at 21.5. Gocong 
went on to finish second in the 2004 Buck Buchanan Award voting for the top defensive player in the 
Football Championship Subdivision classification. 

The 2003 Cal Poly defense was 24th nationally in rushing defense yielding 121.1 yards per game 
and was among the best pass rushing teams with 40 quarterback sacks. Overall, the Mustangs aver- 
aged 39 sacks a season in his four years. 

A defensive lineman at the University of Hawai'i from 1985 through 1988, Seumalo was a 
second-team All-Western Athletic Conference choice in his senior season. Seumalo went on to play 
in the Canadian Football League for the Calgary Stampeders and Ottawa Roughriders in 1989, the 
Edmonton Eskimos in 1994 and for the Rhein Fire of NFL Europe in 1995. 

The 1995 graduate of Hawai'i began his coaching career in 1994 at Kaiser High School in Hono- 
lulu. During his five seasons as an assistant coach at Kaiser, he also served as a guest coach for the 
British Columbia Lions of the Canadian Football League in 1996 and the Hawai’i Hammerheads of the 
Indoor Football League in 1999. 

Seumalo moved to the college ranks in 1999 as a graduate assistant at Hawai'i, where he was 
part of a staff that included current OSU offensive line coach Mike Cavanaugh. In his two seasons, he 
coached the defensive ends and assisted with the special teams. 

He and his wife, Karen, have three sons, Andrew, Isaac and Noah, and one daughter, Jessi.

Gary Beck is in his sixth year on the staff at Oregon State and his third as Coordinator of Sup- 
port Services.

(AP) - Max Hall threw for 192 yards and three touch- 
downs leading No. 15 BYU past No. 16 Oregon State 44-20 
in the Las Vegas Bowl. 

Hall gave the Cougars their third win in five straight 
bowl appearances in the Sin City and ended the Beavers’ 
run of five consecutive bow! wins. 

Hall threw a 25-yard touchdown pass to Luke Ash- 
worth, a 17-yard scoring strike to Dennis Pitta and a 15- 
yard TD pass to Manase Tonga. He had 139 yards passing 
in the first half. 

Tonga added an 18-yard rushing touchdown, and Harvey Unga finished with 76 yards rushing 
and a TD for BYU (11-2). 

Oregon State (8-5) scored on 1-yard runs by quarterback Sean Canfield and Jacquizz Rod- 
gers, and a 31-yard pass to Damola Adeniji from Ryan Katz. Adeniji led all receivers with seven 
receptions for 102 yards. 

Canfield completed only four passes in the first half as the Beavers struggled to sustain drives. 
He finished 20 for 41 for 173 yards and an interception. 

The normally dependable Rodgers fumbled for the first time in his college career in the first 
quarter, on his 621st touch, and Matt Bauman returned it 34 yards for the go-ahead score. Officials 
used replay to see whether Canfield’s checkdown toss to Rodgers was a lateral or a forward pass, 
and upheld the touchdown. 

Oregon State finished with three turnovers, including a fumble by Rodgers’ brother James.

The first meeting between the two programs in the 
sixth annual Emerald Bowl at AT&T Park proved to be 
entertaining, but both teams showed some rustiness af- 
ter the long layoff from the regular season. The game 
was played in misty turning to rainy conditions as it pro- 
gressed. 

The Beaver defense, which had been fierce in the 
first quarter allowing just 16 points all season, was 
surprised as the Terrapins hit for two touchdowns. The 
Terps went 80 yards on the opening drive of the game 
culminating in Chris Turner’s 9-yard pass to Isaiah Williams. 

Oregon State answered on the following drive that saw starting quarterback Lyle Moevao be- 
ing injured and forcing Sean Canfield, who had been out since Nov. 3 at USC, into the game. The 
lefty tied the score with a 14-yard pass to James Rodgers. Maryland would regain the lead when 
Turner hit Darrius Heyward-Bey for 63 yards — that was the last of the scoring for the ACC bunch. 

Canfield worked the team down the field in the last two minutes of the half before Yvenson 
Bernard, who would earn offensive MVP of the game, scored from two yards out to tie the game 
at 14-14. 

Neither team mounted much offense in the third quarter until Beaver punt returner Taylor 
Kavanaugh posted a 26-yard return to the Terps 36 to set up what proved to be the winning score. 
Bernard took a first down handoff and went 29 yards and two plays later approached the goal line 
only to fumble, but it was pounced on by Rodgers for the score. 

Maryland had just two possessions in the fourth quarter and when the Beavers took over with 
6:24 left in the game, it was one of the most memorable drives in school history. The drive didn’t 
amount to any scoring, but OSU picked up six first downs in forcing Maryland to use its final two 
timeouts. 

“lm really proud of our football team for fighting through a strange game in a lot of ways,” 
coach Mike Riley said. “I thought the defense got stronger and stronger as the game went on. ... 
Offensively, | couldn’t describe what the formula is — just getting the ball to Yvenson Bernard 
and James Rodgers as much as possible.” 


Bernard finished with 177 yards and linebacker Derrick Doggett earned defensive MVP 


honors with eight tackles, including a 14-yard sack. 


Riley led OSU to its fourth consecutive bowl win — all under Riley's watch.

PHOENIX, Ariz — For the second time since 2000 
Oregon State and Notre Dame met in a bowl game in the 
Valley of the Sun. For the second time Oregon State made 
a statement with a 38-21 win over the Fighting Irish in 
the 16th annual Insight Bowl at Bank One Ballpark. The 
game was televised nationally by ESPN and featured an 
Insight Bowl attendance record of 45,917. 

The Beavers, led by senior quarterback Derek An- 
derson, scored on two of their first three possessions 
and would eventually build a 21-0 lead midway through the second quarter. Notre Dame fought back 
to within 24-14 before Anderson put together arguably the best drive of his four-year career. The 
Scappoose native took OSU on a 90-yard, 12-play drive that concluded on a 1-yard touchdown pass 
to tight end Joe Newton, the last of two touchdown scores for the sophomore. 

The win capped a rags to riches season for the Beavers and fourth-year head coach Mike Riley. 
OSU began the season 1-4, but rallied to win six of the final seven contests and end the year as one 
of the hottest teams in the nation. 

“It was a big game for us,” OSU quarterback Derek Anderson said. “To bounce back from the 
start that we had in this season and finish like this, it’s huge.” 

Anderson, the offensive MVP of the Insight Bowl, tied a bowl record with four touchdown passes 
and turned in the sixth best passing mark in the history of the event with 358 yards. He connected 
with eight different receivers and was responsible for all but 20 yards of the entire offensive output. 

Oregon State’s first score was set up by a 52-yard punt return by freshman Sammie Strough- 
ter. The Beavers began the drive at the Irish 27. Four plays later Anderson connected with senior 
George Gillett for a 12-yard score. 

A second freshman set up the Beavers for their next score as Derrick Doggett blocked D.J. 
Fitzpatrick’s punt and recovered on the four-yard line. Anderson found Newton on the second play, 
after being sacked, to push the lead to 14-0. 

The Beavers third score came as Anderson found reserve tight end Dan Haines for 11 yards. 
Notre Dame desperately responded to stay in the game late in the half, scoring with 56 seconds 
remaining, on a 13-yard pass from quarterback Brady Quinn to tight end Anthony Fasano. 

The second half began with cornerback Aric Williams intercepting Quinn as the Irish were 
putting together a nice drive that could have closed the gap. Williams’ interception led to an Alexis 
Serna 38-yard field goal to make the score 24-7. 

Notre Dame did close the gap to 24-14 after Jerome Collins blocked Sam Paulescu’s punt. The 
lrish’s best drive of the game went 49 yards on six plays and was capped by a Darius Walker five-yard 
touchdown run. 

The third quarter ended with OSU leading 24-14 and Notre Dame appeared to have momentum 
on its side, before Anderson’s game breaking 90-yard drive. 

Senior tailback Dwight Wright concluded the Beaver scoring on a 2-yard run with 3:19 remaining. 

“This team has gained a lot of notoriety for Oregon State,” head coach Mike Riley said after the 
game. “Big games against the two defending national champions (LSU and USC), we didn’t win ‘em 
but we certainly had opportunities. 

“The big win against our arch rival (Oregon), a nice bowl win, beating all the Northwest schools. 
| think this team made its mark under some trying times.” 

For Oregon State it was its third bowl victory in its last four postseason appearances. Junior 
linebacker Trent Bray, who had a game-high 10 tackles, was named the defensive MVP and Newton 
earned the ESPN Capital One Player of the Game honor.

PHOENIX, Ariz. — What a difference a half makes. 

After heading to the locker room following the first 
half tied 10-10 with the No. 24 ranked Pittsburgh Pan- 
thers, things fell apart for Oregon State in the second 
half. The Beavers wound up dropping a 38-13 decision to 
Pitt at the Insight Bowl before 40,533 fans at Bank One 
Ballpark. 

Despite the defeat, it was another very successful 
season for Oregon State. The Beavers made their third 
trip in four years to a bowl game and OSU finished the 
season with eight victories (8-5), which tied for the fourth most season wins in school history. 

Pittsburgh opened the scoring by taking the opening kickoff and moving 69 yards in six plays to 
score when wide receiver Larry Fitzgerald made a diving finger tip reception of a 40-yard touchdown 
pass from Rod Rutherford with 11:50 left in the quarter. The Panther touchdown amounted to only 
the third offensive TD allowed by the Beavers’ defense during the first quarter of play in the 2002 
season. 

Oregon State bounced right back with a quick touchdown of its own to quickly tie the contest. 
It took the Beavers less than two minutes to knot the score at 7-7. OSU moved 72 yards in only three 
plays. On a second-down play from the OSU 35-yard line, the Beavers’ James Newson caught a 
quick pass from Derek Anderson and appeared to be tackled after about a 10-yard gain. Instead, 
Newson’s knee did not go down and he broke free for a 65-yard TD run down the sideline to tie the 
game. 

Neither team had a scoring threat again until the second quarter. On OSU’s fourth possession of 
the game, the Beavers drove from their own 10 to Pitt's 32 where the drive stalled. Kirk Vliniemi 
then booted a 50-yard field goal to give OSU a 10-7 lead with 7:56 left in the half. For Yliniemi, the 
50-yard field goal matched his career long successful kick. 

It appeared OSU would take its 10-7 lead to the locker room, but a great play by Pitt’s special 
teams of downing a punt on OSU’s 3-yard line led to an eventual field goal. Unable to move away 
from the goal line, the Beavers’ Carl Tobey punted from the end zone and Pitt got the ball at OSU's 
32-yard line with 1:07 to play. Pitt reached OSU's 27-yard line and David Abdul booted a 45-yard field 
goal as time ran out in the first half. 

Pitt's Tez Morris intercepted an Anderson pass during OSU's first possession of the second half 
and returned the pick 37 yards to the OSU 23-yard line to change the entire momentum of the game. 
It was the only interception thrown by Anderson. Three plays later Rutherford scored on a 1-yard run 
for a 17-10 Panther lead. 

The backbreaker for OSU came later in the third quarter when the Panthers’ Shawn Robinson re- 
turned a punt 66 yards for a touchdown to give Pitt a 24-10 lead with 3:26 remaining in the period. 

The Beavers had a good chance to get back into the game on their next possession. OSU moved 
from its own 30 to the Pitt 7-yard line for first and goal. However, Anderson got sacked on first down 
(loss of 7 yards) and the Beavers were held to a 31-yard field goal by Yliniemi. The field goal by 
Yliniemi was his 15th consecutive successful boot of the season, which tied the OSU career record. 

Pittsburgh added a pair of touchdowns in the fourth quarter when the Beavers gave the Panthers 
great field position as a result of failing on a fourth down attempt and a fumble. 

One huge problem for OSU in the game was its inability to establish the run. Steven Jackson 
entered the game as the nation’s No. 4 leading rusher and the Beavers’ season record holder, but he 
finished the game with only 34 yards.

HONOLULU, Hawai’i — Oregon State fans invaded 
the Islands in mass as the program made its first bowl 
appearance since January of 1965. The Beavers had the 
unenviable chore of playing the University of Hawai'i 
Rainbow Warriors in the O’ahu Bowl at UH’s home field — 
Aloha Stadium. 

Oregon State looked like it was on its way to its first 
postseason victory since the 1962 Liberty Bowl, when it 
took its first possession 79 yards in 10 plays to score on 
Ken Simonton’s 1-yard run with 8:23 left in the opening 
quarter. He rushed for 30 yards on OSU’s first play from 
scrimmage and accounted for 40 yards on the first TD 
drive. 

OSU got a big break late in the first period and didn’t capitalize on the opportunity, which might 
have been one of the big plays of the game. OSU had to punt on its second possession and UH’s Avion 
Weaver fumbled after a hit by Terrence Carroll, who also recovered the ball at the Hawaii 14-yard 
line. The Beavers were unable to move the ball and Ryan Cesca’s 42-yard field goal sailed right, 
seemingly giving Hawai'i new confidence. 

Hawai'i took advantage of OSU’s only turnover of the game to get on the scoreboard. Jonathan 
Smith fumbled a snap from center at the Beavers’ 24 yard line. The Rainbows were stopped at the 
8-yard line and settled for a 26-yard field goal by Eric Hannum. Hawai’ tried an onside kick following 
the field goal, but the Beavers recovered for great field position at the Hawai’i 49. 

Once again, Cesca missed on a field goal attempt from 31 yards out. The Warriors took over on 
their own 20 and put together their only long drive of the game, moving 80 yards in eight plays to 
score on a 9-yard pass from Dan Robinson to Channon Harris, putting Hawai’i up 10-7. OSU tied the 
contest on the final play of the first half, a 37-yard field goal by Cesca, following an interception by 
Calvin Carlyle. 

Hawai’i scored 10 points in the third quarter and the Beavers were held scoreless as they could 
not sustain a drive. The Rainbows moved out to a 23-10 lead with 2:58 left in the game on a 35-yard 
field goal by Hannum and appeared to have the game locked up at that point. However, OSU’s offense 
finally caught fire and Smith moved the Beavers 81 yards in 10 plays in only 1:31 elapsed time as 
Simonton scored on a 13-yard draw play to narrow the margin to 23-17. 

Then, the biggest play of the game occurred following the Beaver touchdown. OSU executed an 
onside kick and Roddy Tompkins recovered at the Hawai'i 48. But, an official threw a flag indicat- 
ing the Beavers had not lined up properly and voided the recovery. The next onside kick went out of 
bounds and Hawai’i was able to run out the remaining 1:27. 

Simonton was named OSU’s outstanding player of the game after rushing for 157 yards, scoring 
two touchdowns and accounting for 182 all-purpose yards.

With the temperature 17 degrees at kickoff, only 
17,048 fans made their way to the enormous arena on 
the south side to see the No. 17-ranked Beavers beat 
hometown Villanova 6-0. Wrote the late George Pasero 
of The Oregon Journal: “The Liberty Bowl was televised, 
of course, with an estimated audience of 27 million in 
saloons and living rooms a lot more comfortable than the 
17,048 human ice cakes who attended.” 

Both teams switched from cleats to tennis shoes 
prior to the game due to frozen footing. 

The only score came on Terry Baker’s 99-yard run 
with 9:54 left in the first quarter, and Oregon State spent 
the rest of the afternoon holding off the Wildcats. OSU's undersized line was pushed around between 
the 20-yard lines and Villanova outgained the Beavers 309-299, but Oregon State came up with four 
fumbles and two interceptions. 

Baker wasn’t all of Oregon State’s offense, but it was close. He rushed for 137 yards and passed 
for 123. His performance clinched his Heisman Trophy.

Oregon State played in its second Rose Bowl game, 
but its first at the Rose Bowl. The Beavers’ previous ap- 
pearance was in 1942 in the only Rose Bow! not played in 
Southern California — the game was moved to Durham, 
N.C. because of World War Il. 

A crowd of 100,000 witnessed 10th-ranked Oregon 
State victimized by some early mistakes and the Beavers 
lost 35-19 to third-ranked lowa. OSC head coach Tommy 
Prothro and the Beavers had already had one crack at 
lowa, losing to the Hawkeyes 14-13 on lowa’s home field 
in early October; it was the first Rose Bowl to pair teams 
that had already played during the regular season. Wrote 
the late George Pasero of The Oregon Journal after talk- 
ing to the Beavers after the game: “All the opinions ended 
up at the same place. OSC tackling was the worst of the 
season and no one seemed able to explain why.” 

Halfback Joe Francis rushed for 73 yards and passed for another 130 yards to lead Oregon 
State’s offensive attack. Back Sterling Hammock had four receptions for 65 yards.

This game produced two important firsts. It was 
OSU's first-ever trip to the famous New Year's Day clas- 
sic, and it remains the only Rose Bowl played outside 
Pasadena, which has prompted sports historians over the 
years to prefix the bowl’s famous name with the word 
“displaced.” 

The reason was due to the blackout of the West 
Coast that had followed the attack on Pearl Harbor. The 
host stadium was Duke University’s home field in Dur- 
ham, N.C., with the undefeated Blue Devils picked as 3-1 
favorites. Oregon State’s victory came as a big surprise to Eastern and Southern sportswriters, with 
Sid Feder of the Associated Press writing, “Probably never in the quarter century history of the 
Tournament of Roses had such a completely overlooked betting underdog jumped up to beat the big 
fellows. Oregon State came East to the wonderment of most of Dixie as to why the Westerners were 
going to show up at all.” 

Beaver boss Lon Stiner, at 38 and the youngest head coach in Rose Bowl history, had prepared 
his team with a passing attack that dazzled the North Carolinians. Jack Gunether of UPI wrote, “The 
Beavers skipped and slammed and flicked passes with an ease and finesse which completely baffled 
the record crowd.” 

For Oregon State, the star was Dan Durdan, who passed and ran Oregon State College to vic- 
tory. He was awarded Player of the Game honors and later inducted into the Rose Bow! Hall of Fame. 
Beaver greats Bob Dethman and George Zelick also added points. Duke blocking back Tommy 
Prothro also played magnificently. 

In one of the great ironies in the annals of college football, Prothro would one day become 
Oregon State head coach and take the Beavers to not one but two Rose Bowls. The football practice 
field at OSU bears his name. Returning home, the victorious Stiner and company were feted at a 
special Rose Bowl Banquet with Oregon Gov. Charles Sprague one of the principal speakers. In 1985, 
the entire squad was inducted into the State of Oregon Sports Hall of Fame. In 1988 they entered 
the OSU Athletic Hall of Fame. OSU fans at the time considered the game to be the greatest win in 
school history. 

The winning score came in the third quarter when Gene Gray scored on a 68-yard pass from 
Bob Dethman.

GAME NOTES 

HONOLULU, Hawai’i — Power generated by the Oregon State College Beavers overcame the 
tricky plays and passing attack of Hawaii's Rainbows and gave the boys from the Northwest a 39-6 
victory in a Pineapple Bowl game that was finished under arc lights. 

The Beaver victory climaxed an island invasion that started with Oregon State defeating the 
Healani town team on Christmas day. 

The Beavers rolled up three touchdowns in the first period against Hawai'i, and added another 
in the third and two more in the fourth. Hawai’i scored in the second period. Showers late in the game 
handicapped Hawaii's passing attack. 

Bob Olson, Morrie Kohler, Ken Dow and George Peters scored a touchdown by power 
drives in the first five minutes of play, with Olson passing to Peters for the final six yards. A few 
minutes later, Bob Dethman returned a Hawai’i punt 12 yards to the 29-yard line, from where Bob 
Dethman cracked center for 18 yards and Jim Kisselburgh ambled 11 yards through tackle to 
score. 

Vic Kohler intercepted one of Roy Strohlin’s passes in the same period, lateralled to John 
Tsoutsouvas who was down on the Oregon State 49. John Hackenbruck made 18 on an end- 
around. Kohler added five at the line, and then Joe Tomich passed to Hackenbruck in the end 
Zone. 

Hawai’i drove to Oregon State’s 12-yard line early in the second quarter before the Beavers 
held, but Kisselburgh’s kick was short and Hawai'i scored on two plays, with Strohlin passing from 
Oregon State’s 47 to Cal Campbell on the 19 and then to Nolle Smith in the end zone. Oregon State 
battled down to the Hawai’i 1-yard line where Dow fumbled as the half ended.

The Oregon State University Sports Hall of Fame was established in 1988 in an effort to honor and preserve the memory of those 
student-athletes, teams, coaches, and members of the athletic staff who have contributed in an outstanding and positive way to the 
promotion of the Oregon State University athletic and academic program. 

To be considered for this high honor, there are seven criteria that must be met: 

1. If a nominee was an athlete, the person must have completed his or her eligibility at least five (5) years prior to induction. 

2. If a student-athlete, the person must have earned two Varsity “O” letters. 

3. If a coach, athletic administrator, or athletic staff member, the person must have either earned a Varsity “O” letter at Oregon 
State University or have been on the staff for at least five (5) years and have become inactive at OSU. 

4, The records of the person considered should be so outstanding that there would be little question as to the qualifications 


necessary for induction. 


5. Consideration will be given for personal conduct in sports and the personal contribution to the idea of sport. 

6. Consideration will be given to teams who have contributed in a very outstanding and positive way. 

7. Criteria and qualifications will be based upon the nominees’ participation while attending or serving Oregon State University. 
However, accomplishments after leaving the University may be an important part of consideration.

OREGON STATE’S ALL-AMERICANS 


The following individuals were selected first, second or third team 
All-America by UPI, Associated Press or the Sporting Mews. Years 
selected in bold. 


HERM ABRAHAM = 1916 

Herm Abraham, was Oregon State’s first All-American in the 
sport. He led the Aggies to an upset at Michigan State in 1915. 
He earned All-American honors by the Newspaper Enterprise As- 
sociation in 1916, after lettering three years. 


TERRY BAKER = 1962 

The Heisman Trophy winner was the nation’s most heralded ath- 
lete after leading OSU to a 1962 Liberty Bowl victory over Vil- 
lanova. Terry Baker was a first team All-American in 1962, and in 
addition was named the Sportsman of the Year by Sports Iilustrat- 
ed, Helms Foundation Award recipient, AP, UPI, and the Sporting 
News Player of the Year to name just a few. The two-time Oregon 
State team MVP played in the 1962 College All-Star Game. Baker 
also excelled in basketball where he helped the 1963 team to the 
Final Four. He was inducted into the State of Oregon Sports Hall of 
Fame in 1980. His number 11 is the only number retired at OSU. 
He is (as of June 2009) the only individual to win the Heisman 
Trophy and play in the Final Four. Baker was the first individual 
from the West Coast to win the Heisman. He was drafted first 
overall in 1963 by the Los Angeles Rams of the NFL. 


TED BATES = 1958 

Ted Bates earned All-American acclaim as an offensive lineman 
in 1958, and was also named an All-Pacific-Coast Conference and 
All-Coast selection. He played in the 1957 Rose Bow! and was the 
recipient of the 1958 Hayward Award for the top amateur athlete 
in the state. Bates played in the 1958 East-West Shrine and Hula 
Bowl games. He played four NFL seasons with the Chicago Cardi- 
nals. Bates was a 1996 inductee into the State of Oregon Sports 
Hall of Fame. 


INOKE BRECKTERFIELD = 1997 & 1998 

Inoke Breckterfield is one of Oregon State’s top all-time defensive 
lineman. He concluded his career by being selected a third-team 
All-American in 1998. Breckterfield played in the Hula Bowl after 
being selected first team All-Pac-10. He won the conference’s 
prestigious Morris Trophy, given to the league’s top defensive line- 
man. The Honolulu native ended his career as the school’s all-time 
leader for quarterback sacks with 19.5 and tackles-for-loss with 
55.5. Breckterfield signed a free agent contract with Edmonton 
of the CFL following his collegiate career and later played for 
Winnipeg and Toronto. 


OREGON STATE ALL-AMERICANS 


STEVE BROWN = 1972 

Steve Brown was a three-year varsity letterman from 1970-72. 
He earned All-American honors (1972) by nine organizations and 
publications, including seven first team selections, and he was a 
two-time All-Pac-8, two-time All-Coast and two-time team de- 
fensive MVP selection. Brown came to OSU as a fullback before 
moving to the defensive side as a freshman. He had a school 
record 186 tackles as a senior. As a junior he led the team with 
134 tackles and had four interceptions against defending confer- 
ence champion Stanford. He also had 22 tackles in that same 
‘71 game vs. Stanford. At the conclusion of his OSU career he 
played in the East-West Shrine Game, Hula Bowl and Coaches All- 
American Bowl. Brown was the team captain of the West in the 
Shrine Game and co-captain of the North Squad in the Hula Bowl 
where he made 19 tackles and intercepted three passes. He also 
had 15 tackles and one interception in the Coaches All-American 
Bowl. He went on to play professionally for Calgary in 1973 and 
for the Portland Storm in 1974 before suffering a career-ending 
knee injury. 


BRANDON BROWNER = 2003 

Brandon Browner played just two seasons at Oregon State leaving 
after his sophomore year to pursue the NFL. Browner, a corner- 
back, was the second OSU player in the history of the program 
to declare himself eligible for the NFL Draft prior to the end of 
his college eligibility. He redshirted in 2002 before earning 2003 
Freshman All-American honors. The 6-4 Sylmar, Calif., native was 
the 2003 Pac-10 Freshman of the Year. 


Weew BURKE 


VERN BURKE = 1963 

Vern Burke is still considered one the best receivers ever to wear 
an Oregon State uniform. He caught 69 passes for 1,007 yards in 
1962, both NCAA records at the time. At the time of his enshrine- 
ment into the OSU Sports Hall of Fame in 1991, he held records 
for the most passes caught in one game (12) and career receiv- 
ing touchdowns (19). He was a consensus All-American in 1963 
and played five years of professional football. Burke played in the 
1963 East-West Shrine and Hula Bowl games. He was inducted 
into the State of Oregon Sports Hall of Fame in 1982. 


SEAN CANFIELD - 2009 

Sean Canfield capped his excellent career by becoming OSU's 
first ever Pac-10 Conference First Team quarterback and earn- 
ing SI.com Honorable Mention All-American. He compiled a single 
season school record completion percentage of 67.9 (303-446) 
as a senior, resulting in 3,271 passing yards and 21 touchdowns. 
He led the league as a senior with a 251.6 yards per game 
passing average. For his career he threw for 5,970 yards and 
38 touchdowns, both the fourth-highest total in school history 
at the time. 
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TERRENGE CARROLL = 1997 

Terrence Carroll is one of the top safeties in the program’s history 
and earned Sporting News Freshman All-America honors in 1997 
as a redshirt. He started all 11 games for first-year head coach 
Mike Riley, making 63 tackles, two interceptions and blocking two 
kicks. He would go on to be a catalyst for the program that ended 
a 28-year losing streak and he went on to help the team win the 
2001 Fiesta Bowl title as a senior. For his career he made 255 
tackles and nine interceptions.

STEVECOURY* 1979 
Steve Coury was by most accounts Oregon State’s MVP in the 
decade of the 1970's. He was selected first team all-league in the 
Pac-10 as a senior in 1979. The offensive MVP also earned second 
team All-Coast. He played in the Blue-Gray Classic and East-West 
Shrine games. Coury set the record for career receiving yards 
(1,837) and receptions (135). He accounted for 142 receiving 


yards in a 1979 game. The four-year letterman went on to play at 
Ottawa in 1980 before embarking on a coaching career. 


JOHN DIDION = 1967 & 1968 

In 1968, John Didion earned consensus All-American honors as a 
center. As a junior, he was a second team All-American selection 
by AP and UPI (1967). At the conclusion of his college career, 
he played in the Coaches All-America, Senior Bowl, Hula Bowl, 
College All-Star, and East-West Shrine games. He was drafted 
in the seventh round by the Washington Redskins and enjoyed a 
pro career that included stints with the Redskins, Saints, Bears 
and Seahawks.

Jim Dixon played at Oregon State from 1924-26 and was an All- 
American and All-Coast left tackle selection as a senior. He later 
served as an assistant coach at Oregon State from 1933-51. The 
Dixon Recreation Center on campus is named in his honor. 


VERNON EILERS = 1928 

Vernon Eilers played at Oregon State from 1926-28 and was an 
All-American selection at guard as a senior by Charles Parker. 
Helped Oregon State to a 7-1 record in 1926. 


BILL ENYART = 1968 

Bill Enyart was the third all-time leading rusher in OSU history 
with 2,155 yards at the time of his induction into the OSU Sports 
Hall of Fame in 1991. He holds the OSU record for rushing yards in 
one game with 299 against Utah in 1968. He was a first team All- 
American in 1968 and was twice named All-Pacific-8. Enyart also

was a two-time CoSIDA Academic All-American. He was named 
the 1968 Hula Bowl Most Valuable Back. Enyart also played in 
the Senior Bowl, East-West Shrine, College All-Star and the All- 
American Bowl games. He was inducted to the College Football 
Hall of Fame in 2011. He was drafted in the second round by 
Buffalo and later played for Oakland. 


RED FRANKLIN = 1933 

Red Franklin earned All-American honors in 1933. He had an out- 
standing career as a halfback and kick returner. At the time of 
his induction into the OSU Sports Hall of Fame, he held the sec- 
ond longest kickoff return in school history with 94-yard gallop 
against Fordham and San Francisco during the 1933 season. He 
played three years for Brooklyn of the NFL. Franklin was inducted 
into the State of Oregon Sports Hall of Fame in 1980. 


CHRIS GIBSON = 2000 

Chris Gibson lettered from 1998-2001 and is considered one of 
the program’s all-time best offensive centers. He was a third team 
All-American as a junior (2000) by the Associated Press and the 
College Football News after helping the team to the Fiesta Bowl 
title. He was a first team All-Pac-10 selection in 2000 and second 
team in 2001. Gibson also played in the O’ahu Bowl. 


DeLAWRENCE GRANT = 2000 

DeLawrence Grant lettered at Oregon State as a defensive end 
during the 1999 and 2000 seasons, after transferring from El 
Camino College. Grant, who is one of the quickest defensive 
lineman in the history of the program, was a second team All- 
American by the Sporting Mews and Rivals.com, and third team by 
the College Football News (2000). Grant was a first team All-Pac- 
10 selection as a senior and was drafted in the third round by the 
Oakland Raiders of the NFL. 


BILL GRAY = 1943 & 1946 

Bill Gray earned first team All-American status at center in 1946 
after helping OSU to a 7-1-1 record. He was part of the fresh- 
man squad for OSU in 1942, before having his football career 
interrupted by WWII. Assigned to a V-12 program while awaiting 
orders in Southern California, Gray earned All-America honorable 
mention while playing for USC. After his tour with the Marine 
Corps, Gray returned to Oregon State to finish his football career. 
Following his graduation, he was drafted by the NFL's Washington 
Redskins, where he played two seasons. 


BILL GRAY

“The Gray Ghost” was one of the most outstanding halfbacks in 
Oregon State history. As a senior, in 1937, he received All-America 
honorable mention. Gray was also a first team All-Coast pick in his 
final season and was mentioned on several other All-Coast teams 
as a junior. At the time, he was called the greatest running and 
passing back ever to play at Oregon State. Gray was the first OSU 
player ever drafted in the first round by the NFL (Chicago).

Quentin Greenough played two seasons at Oregon State and 
stared at center in the 1942 Rose Bowl against Duke.

He later served as 
an assistant coach at Oregon State. Greenough was inducted into 
the State of Oregon Sports Hall of Fame in 1981. 


CRAIG HANNEMAN = 1970 

A three-year letterman defensive lineman from 1968-70, Craig Han- 
neman was selected a second team All-American in 1970 and first 
team All-Pac-8 and All-Coast. He was named OSU's 1968 Rookie of 
the Year, 1970 defensive MVP and team captain. Hanneman’s top 
games included 13 tackles versus UCLA and 12 against California 
in the ’70 season. He also recovered two fumbles against Houston 
and had three tackles for loss for 33 yards against Oklahoma. At 
the conclusion of his senior season, he played in the Hula Bowl, 
Coaches All-American Bowl and East-West Shrine Game. He was 
drafted in the sixth round by the Pittsburgh Steelers and played 
for the club from 1972-73. He concluded his professional career 
with the New England Patriots from 1974-76. 


MIKE HASS = 2004 & 2005 

Mike Hass was named first team All-American in 2005 by the 
Walter Camp Foundation, ESPN.com and the Associated Press. 
His honors as a senior included earning the Biletnikoff Award as 
the nation’s premier receiver after making a school record 90 
receptions for a Pac-10 record 1,532 yards. He concluded his 
career with 19 100-yard plus receiving yards games and was the 
first player in Pac-10 history with three 1,000-plus receiving yards 
seasons. He caught at least one pass in his last 30 games. For his 
career he accumulated 3,924 yards receiving, third in the history 
of the Pac-10 (Troy Walters, Stanford, 4.047). He was selected to 
play in the East-West Shrine Game following his senior season.

his career 10th on the Pac-10 career rushing list with 3,625 yards. 
He was named first team All-Pac-10 and third team All-American 
as a sophomore (2002) after rushing for 1,690 yards, the sixth- 
highest total by any conference player and most by a Pac-10 
athlete from a school other than USC. Jackson was taken by the 
St. Louis Rams in the first round of the 2004 NFL Draft. 


SECOND TEAM 


JUSTIN KAHUT = 2009 

Justin Kahut (K-hoot) earned honorable mention All-America hon- 
ors in 2009 from Sl.com. In his junior season of 2009 he made 22 
field goals (27 att.), one short of the single season OSU record. Ka- 
hut made four goals in wins over UCLA and Oregon in ‘09, earning 
Pac-10 Player of the Week honors for each (for his career he was 
selected three times). He had two game-winning field goals on 
the last play - a 33-yard boot at UNLV in 2009 and a 24-yard kick 
at Arizona in 2008. Kahut also was a three-time Pac-10 Honorable 
Mention academic selection. For his career he made 39 of 52 field 
goal attempts and was good on 84 of 88 extra point tries. 


FLETCHER KEISTER = 1992 

Fletcher Keister earned third team All-American honors in 1992 
after serving as the team’s co-captain. The offensive guard 
earned the team’s MVP honor. Keister, from Albany, Ore., started 
24 consecutive games to end his career. He signed a free agent 
contract with the Houston Oilers after his senior season. 


JIM KISSELBURGH = 1940 

Jim Kisselburgh played fullback for OSU from 1938-40 earning 
All-America honorable mention as a senior. Kisselburgh was se- 
lected in the sixth round of the NFL Draft by the Cleveland Rams. 


RICH KOEPER = 1964 

Rich Koeper was one of the greatest offensive linemen in Oregon 
State’s history. He played in the 1962 Liberty Bowl and 1965 Rose 
Bowl. He earned second team All-American honors as a senior 
(1964). Koeper also was an All-Pac-8 pick as a senior and first 
team All-Coast as a sophomore. He played in the 1964 Hula Bowl. 
He was drafted by Green Bay and played three seasons in the NFL. 
He later served as an assistant coach for the late Dee Andros. 


RICH KOEPER 


ANDY LEVITRE = 2008 

Andy Levitre is one of the most technically sound offensive line- 
men in Oregon State history. Levitre earned American Football 
Coaches Association and Pro Football Weekly First Team All- 
America honors as a senior in 2008 and was named as an As- 
sociated Press Second Team All-American. He was a 2008 Pac-10 
First Team, 2007 Second Team and 2006 Honorable Mention se- 
lection. A co-team captain in 2008, was the Pac-10’s Tom Hansen 
Medal winner and a four-time Pac-10 all-academic performer. 
Levitre was taken in the second round by the Buffalo Bills in the 
2009 NFL Draft. 


JESS LEWIS = 1967 

Jess Lewis was a 1967 All-American and two-time All-Pac-8 Con- 
ference defensive tackle. He was selected the team MVP in 1969. 
He also was a standout wrestler, capturing three conference and 
two NCAA wrestling titles. In addition, Lewis competed in the 
1968 World University and Olympic Games. He was inducted into 
the State of Oregon Sports Hall of Fame in 1981. 


KEENAN LEWIS = 2005 

Keenan Lewis finished his career as one of the most celebrated 
cornerbacks in Oregon State history. Lewis made 47 starts during 
his career (third-highest ever at OSU as of 2008) after earning 
a starting spot as a freshman. In 2005, as a freshman, Lewis 
earned College Football News Third Team Freshman All-American 
and was honorable mention by the Sporting News. Lewis was 
taken in the third round of the 2009 NFL Draft by the Pittsburgh 
Steelers. 
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HOWARD MAPLE = 1928 

Howard Maple lettered at Oregon State from 1926-28. He was 
a second team All-American quarterback as a senior (1928). He 
earned All-Coast recognition twice. Knute Rockne called him “the 
ideal quarterback.” He went on to play pro football for the Chicago 
Cardinals and baseball for the Washington Senators. Maple was 
inducted into the State of Oregon Sports Hall of Fame in 1981. 


BILL McKALIP = 1930 

Bill McKalip earned three All-American honors in 1930, includ- 
ing by the United Press. “Wild Bill” as a senior earned All-Pacific 
Coast Conference and Associated Press All-Northwest First Team. 
The end played in the East-West Shrine game and went on to be a 
three-time All-Pro with Portsmouth and Detroit. He was inducted 
into the State of Oregon Sports Hall of Fame in 1991. 


MITCH MEEUWSEN = 2001 & 2004 

Mitch Meeuwsen left OSU in 2004 as arguably the school’s top 
safety in the history of the program. The 2004 Associated Press 
Third Team and ESPN.com First Team All-American ended his ca- 
reer as the program’s career leader for interceptions with 20. He 
was a semi-finalist for the Jim Thorpe Award as a senior, given 
annually to the nation’s premier defensive back. Meeuwsen, from 
Forest Grove, started 40 consecutive games and played in three 
bowl games. He was invited to the Las Vegas All-American Clas- 
sic following his senior year. Several organizations named him to 
their Freshman All-American teams in 2001. He made 217 career 
tackles. 


MEIER NEWMAN = 1917 

Meier Newman, along with Ozburn Walker, earned All-American 
honors from the Stars of 1977 after lettering for the Aggies from 
1915-17 and helped the Aggies to an upset at Michigan State 
in 1915. 


JACK O’BILLOVICH = 1964 

Jack O’Billovich earned All-American honors as a junior (1964) 
and helped Oregon State to the 1965 Rose Bowl. He also earned 
All-Coast as a junior and All-Pac-8 as a senior. He was the team 
captain as a senior and went on to play in the Hula Bowl and 
East-West Shrine Game. O’Billovich played the 1967 season with 
the CFL's Hamilton TigerCats. 


STEPHEN PAEA = 2010 

Stephen Paea was one of the premier defensive tackles in the 
nation as a senior. The two-time team captain became the second 
Beaver to earn the Pac-10 Conference’s Pat Tillman Defensive 
Player of the Year honor in 2010 and added his second straight 
Morris Trophy given to the league’s top defensive linemen as vot- 
ed on by the conference’s offensive linemen. Paea was selected 
to the Associated Press and Sports /M/ustrated All-American First 
Team in 2010. Paea was selected in the second round of the 2011 
NFL Draft by the Chicago Bears. 


JEREMY PERRY = 2005 

Jeremy Perry was named to the Sporting News Freshman All- 
American team in 2005. Perry started all 11 games at left guard 
and concluded the season earning Pac-10 Conference Co-Fresh- 
man of the Year honors. 


GEORGEPETERS= 1941 
George Peters lettered as a back in 1940 and 1941. He received 
All-America honorable mention following the 1941 season after 
helping the Beavers to the Rose Bowl. Peters was taken in the 
eighth round of the 1942 NFL Draft by the Washington Redskins. 
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MICHAEL PHILIPP = 2009 

Michael Philipp was named to Freshman All-American teams by 
Phil Steele and CollegeFootballnews.com 2010. Philipp started all 
13 games at left tackle, the first true freshman to start on the 
offensive line since 1997. 


GEORGE “GAP” POWELL = 1921 

Gap Powell lettered in football and track from 1918-21. He was a 
two-time All-Coast selection in football and earned All-American 
honors in 1921. Powell was also the 1920 Pacific Coast Confer- 
ence shot champion. He was inducted into the State of Oregon 
Hall of Fame in 1982. 


JACQUIZZ RODGERS = 2008 & 2009 

In 2008, Jacquizz Rodgers had what was arguably the greatest 
impact of a freshman in the history of the program. Despite miss- 
ing nearly all of the last three games of the season due to injury, 
he became the first freshman to be named as the Pac-10 Of- 
fensive Player of the Year as well as the conference’s Freshman 
of the Year. With 1,253 yards, “Quizz” set the Pac-10 mark for 
rushing yards by a freshman. He was named USA Today, Rivals. 
com and CollegeFootballNews.com Player of the Week after 
rushing for 186 yards and two touchdowns in a victory over then 
No. 1 USC. Surpassing the 100-yard plateau seven times, he was 
named Pac-10 Player of the Week on three occasions en route 
to being named the Rivals.com Freshman of the Year, College 
Football News All-Freshman Team, Football Writers Association 
Freshman All-American, CBS Sports.com Freshman of the Year 
and Sporting News National Freshman of the Year. The Associated 
Press and Rivals.com selected Quizz as a third team All-American. 
He was taken in the fifth round of the 2011 NFL Draft by the 
Atlanta Falcons. 
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JAMES RODGERS = 2009 

James Rodgers scored Honorable Mention All-America honors as 
a wide receiver and as an all-purpose player from SI.com in his 
junior season. He was named to the Pac-10 Conference’s First 
Team as a junior as a wide receiver after making a school re- 
cord 91 receptions. Rodgers set the school record in 2009 for 
all-purpose yards with 2,328 and set a single game record with 
303 yards vs. Oregon. 


JON SANDSTROM = 1967 

Jon Sandstrom was a three-year starting defensive lineman from 
1966-1968. He was a first team All-American as a junior (1967) 
and was a preseason All-American in 1968. Sandstrom earned 
first team All-Pac-8 as a senior and was named the team’s MVP. 
He played in the College All-Star Game, Hula Bowl, Senior Bowl 
and Coaches All-America Bowl at the conclusion of his college 
career. Sandstrom was drafted in the third round in 1969 by the 
Atlanta Falcons and would also play for the CFL's Winnipeg Blue 
Bombers. 


ROY SCHUENING = 2004 & 2007 

Roy Schuening concluded his collegiate career as one of the best 
linemen in OSU history. Schuening started a school record 50 
games, all consecutively, during his career. As a senior in 2007, 
Schuening receivied Pac-10 First Team honors and was named to 
the Pro Football Weekly All-America squad. He was an All-Pac-10 
Honorable Mention selection in 2005 and ‘06, and was a Sporting 
News All-Freshman Team member in 2004. Schuening was taken 
in the fifth round of the 2008 NFL Draft by the St. Louis Rams. 


EBERLE SCHULTZ = 1939 

Eberle Schultz played both ways on the line, but earned most 
of his accolades for his play on the offensive side of the ball. He 
earned first team All-Coast honors in 1939 and helped Oregon 
State post a 9-1-1 mark that season. He was drafted by Philadel- 
phia in the fourth round of the NFL Draft and played a total of six 
pro seasons, including stops in Pittsburgh and Cleveland. 


ADOLPHE “ADE” SCHWAMMEL = 1933 

Ade Schwammel lettered in football from 1931-33, earning first 
team All-American and All-Pacific Coast as a senior (1933). He was 
one of the key players in the now illegal “pyramid play.” Schwam- 
mel played in the 1934 East-West Shrine Game. He won two pro- 
fessional titles in his six years with the Green Bay Packers. 


VIC SEARS = 1940 

Vic Sears was an All-American lineman in 1940, becoming the 
second lineman in school history to earn such acclaim. He let- 
tered three seasons and was drafted in the fourth round by the 
Pittsburgh Steelers at the conclusion of his college career. He 
never played for the Steelers, but played for Philadelphia for 10 
years. Sears, who played in the 1941 East-West Shrine Game, 
was inducted into the State of Oregon Sports Hall of Fame in 
1980. 


RICHARD SEIGLER = 2000 & 2003 

Richard Seigler is one of OSU's top linebackers in the history of 
the program. He earned recognition as a freshman in 2000 by 
being named to the Freshman All-American teams by the Sport- 
ing News and Football News. The four-year letterman was a 2004 
fourth round NFL Draft selection of the San Francisco 49ers. The 
Las Vegas native was a two-time All-Pac-10 Conference selection 
(2002, '03) and was a co-team MVP after his senior year. Seigler 


played in the Fiesta, Insight and Las Vegas Bowls during his ca- 
reer, and at the conclusion of his OSU playing days competed in 
the East-West Shrine Game and was named All-America honor- 
able mention by College Footbal! News. Seigler left OSU fourth for 
career tackles with 356. 


ALEXIS SERNA = 2005 & 2006 

Alexis Serna earned All-America honors in 2005 by the American 
Football Coaches Association and was a second team member by 
the Associated Press and Walter Camp Foundation. Serna was 
honored with the Lou Groza Award, signifying the nation’s premier 
kicker in 2005. During his stellar sophomore season Serna made 
23 of 28 field goal attempts and all 32 extra point tries. He tied 
the OSU record by making 15 consecutive field goals during the 
2005 season. He broke an OSU record and tied the Pac-10 record 
with a 6-for-6 performance at Washington, earning him Pac-10 
Special Teams Player of the Week honors. Serna came to OSU 
originally as a walkon. He signed a contract to play for the CFL’s 
Winnipeg Blue Bombers at the conclusion of his OSU career. 


KEN SIMONTON = 2000 & 2001 

Ken Simonton lettered from 1998-2001 and is considered one 
of the school’s best running backs ever. Simonton concluded 
his career with a school record 5,044 yards and at the time of 
his graduation was one of only six players in Pac-10 history to 
rush for 1,000-plus yards in three different seasons. His 5,044 
yards ranked second most ever in the conference, trailing only 
USC’s Charles White. When he left OSU, he held 11 school rush- 
ing marks. Simonton rushed for 100-plus yards 26 times during 
his 46-game OSU career, including three 200-yard plus marks. 
Simonton led OSU to the Fiesta and O’ahu Bowls, but he may 
be most remembered for scoring the winning touchdown in the 
1998 triple-overtime victory over Oregon. Simonton’s professional 
career included stops in Buffalo, San Francisco and Calgary. 


SAMMIE STROUGHTER = 2006 

Sammie Stroughter burst onto the scene in 2006 as a big play 
threat at wide receiver and as a punt returner after two seasons 
in the shadow of two-time All-American Mike Hass. Stroughter 
was named a third team All-American all-purpose player by the 
Associated Press following one of the best seasons by a wide 
receiver in Oregon State history. Stroughter converted 74 recep- 
tions into 1,293 yards including a 223-yard game at Washington. 
In addition, Stroughter returned three punts for touchdowns dur- 
ing the season to set a school record, including a memorable 
70-yard return in one of the biggest upsets in OSU history over 
No. 3 USC. He was drafted by the NFL's Tampa Bay Buccaneers at 
the conclusion of his career at Oregon State. 


JIM WALKER = 1977 

Jim Walker earned Associated Press Honorable Mention honors 
as a center his senior season in 1977. He also was a member of 
the All-Pac-8 Conference and All-Coast second teams. The team 
captain also played in the Challenge Bowl in Seattle. He signed 
a free agent contract with the Tampa Bay Buccaneers following 
his senior year. 


OZBURN WALKER = 1917 

Ozburn Walker, along with Meier Newman, earned All-American 
honors from the Stars of 1977 after playing just one season for 
the Aggies. 
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DENNIS WEATHERSBY = 2000, 2001 & 2002 
Dennis Weathersby was arguably Oregon State’s top cornerback 
in the history of the program. He lettered from 1999-2002 and 
helped the program compete in the Fiesta, O’ahu and Insight 
Bowls. Weathersby was a standout on the field and in the class- 
room. He earned first team District VIII All-Academic honors as a 
junior and senior. As a senior he was a semifinalist for the Jim 
Thorpe Award, given annually to the nation’s premier defensive 
back, earned second team All-American by the Sporting News and 
third team All-American by College Football News. He concluded 
his career by being selected to play in the East-West Shrine Game 
and was later a fourth round selection in the NFL Draft by the 
Cincinnati Bengals. 


JOHN WITTE = 1955 & 1956 

John Witte was a two-time All-American selection (1955-56), the 
only OSU player to ever achieve such status at the time of his 
playing career. He played in the 1957 Rose Bowl game against 
lowa. He also was an outstanding wrestler, finishing second at 
the NCAA Championships as a freshman. He was inducted into 
the State of Oregon Sports Hall of Fame in 1983.

LEN YOUNCE = 1939 

Len Younce received All-American honorable mention following 
the 1939 season. Younce, an offensive guard, along with linemate 
Eberle Schultz opened big holes for Jim Kisselburgh (All-Amer- 
ican in 1940) as the Beavers finished the season 9-1-1. He was 
an 8th round draft choice of the New York Giants in 1941. He was 
inducted into the Oregon Sports Hall of Fame in 1980 and entered 
the OSU Athletic Hall of Fame in 1988.

The home of the Oregon State University Beavers 
has had $115 million in fiscal improvements com- 
pleted since the 2005 season, including installation 
of a state-of-the-art video board, then the largest in 
the Conference at the end of the 2007 season. The 
east side of the complex houses some of the finest 
amenities in all of college and NFL football, including 
the popular Club and Loge levels. 

Over the last six years the capacity of the stadi- 
um has increased by 11,000 and now features some 
of the best viewing in all of college football. = enue 

The OSU student-body sits directly behind the ewe “ eer ae 
Beavers’ bench along the east sidelines, with pas- | 
sionate fans in other sections. One of the unique 
aspects of the stadium is that the seating is close 
to the field, giving OSU a distinct home field advan- 
tage. 

That home field advantage has helped the Bea- 
vers score some of the program’s biggest wins in 
recent seasons, including snapping USC’s 27-game 
Pac-10 Conference win streak in 2006 and then de- 
feating the No. 1 Trojans in 2008. 

Reser Stadium was originally known as Parker 
Stadium until June 14, 1999. At that time Al and Pat 
Reser of Beaverton, Ore., made a personal seven- 
figure gift to OSU athletics. 

The stadium, which is located on the south side 
of campus, was originally built in 1953 at a cost 
of $330,463.19 with a seating capacity of 28,000. 
Following the 1965 Rose Bowl, additional end zone 
bleacher seats were added to raise the capacity to 
33,000. The stadium was expanded to 40,593 in 
1967 with a new addition to the west side, including 
a new press box. Stadium capacity was reduced in 
1990 as a result of the construction of the original 
Valley Football Center. In June of 1996, an enlarged 
Valley Football Center opened. The stadium’s capac- 
ity is now 45,674. 

Reser Stadium has become a shining monu- 
ment for not only Athletics, but the entire University. 
“Beaver Nation” has embraced the upgrades to the 
facility that has become a source of pride for all of 
Oregon State University.

Dr. Edward J. Ray assumed the position of Oregon State University’s President on July 31, 2003. 
Prior to coming to Oregon State, Ray was executive vice president and provost of The Ohio State 
University. 

Beginning July 1 of this year, Ray took over as the chair of the Pac-12 Conference CEO Executive 
Group. 

Under his leadership, OSU has completed and updated a visionary campus-wide strategic plan 
that is serving as the framework for the university’s development in profound and historic ways. 
Annual research awards and contracts have increased almost $123 million at Oregon State to $275 
million since Dr. Ray’s arrival. President Ray partnered with the OSU Foundation to launch the uni- 
versity’s first comprehensive fundraising campaign. The quiet phase of the campaign began in July, 
2004. In October 2010 donors pushed the campaign past the original $625 million goal almost a year 
ahead of schedule, enabling the university to announce that the campaign will continue through 2013 
with a new goal of $850 million. The campaign has generated more than $106 million for scholar- 
ships and fellowships, increased OSU’s number of endowed faculty positions by more than 50 per- 
cent, and supported over a dozen major facility projects on campus, including the Kelley Engineering 
Center, the Lois Bates Acheson Veterinary Teaching Hospital, Kearney Hall, the Hallie Ford Center for 
Healthy Children and Families, The Linus Pauling Science Center and the Student Success Center. 

Mindful of OSU’s commitment to the people of Oregon, Dr. Ray has overseen the expansion of 
dual-enrollment agreements to all 17 of the state’s community colleges, making it easier for students 
to complete four-year degrees. He has also taken a leadership role in fostering a more seamless P-20 
system, working with area school superintendents, community college leaders and university col- 
leagues to strengthen institutional connections and enhance the student experience. Dr. Ray has also 
helped to usher in a new era of partnership and cooperation between Oregon’s public universities. 

Dr. Ray was a member of the economics faculty at Ohio State from 1970-2003, serving as 
economics department chair from 1976 to 1992. He served as an associate provost from May 1992 
until May 1993, senior vice provost and chief information officer from 1993-1998, and executive vice 
president and provost from 1998-2003. 

His research interests include the history of protectionism in the United States, the determinants 
of U.S. foreign direct investment and foreign direct investment in the United States, the structure of 
tariff and non tariff trade barriers in the United States and abroad and the adoption of Social Security. 
His work has been published in The American Economic Review, The Journal of Political Economy, 
The Quarterly Journal of Economics, The Review of Economic Studies, The review of Economics and 
Statistics, and other leading journals. He has co-authored a principles text, and his book, “U. S. 
Protectionism and the World Debt Crisis” was published by Quorum Press in 1989. 

Dr. Ray received his undergraduate degree in mathematics from Queens College (CUNY) in June 
1966, graduating cum laude and Phi Beta Kappa. He earned his master’s in economics from Stanford 
University in 1969 and his doctorate in economics from Stanford in June 1971. 

Before becoming first lady at Oregon State, his wife Beth worked as a practicing attorney, taught 
business law courses as a faculty member in the Department of Finance at Ohio State University and 
most recently was a counselor and assistant dean in the College of Arts and Sciences while at Ohio 
State. They have three children and three grandchildren.

Director of Athletics Bob De Carolis was appointed to his current position on Aug. 28, 2002 by 
then OSU President Dr. Paul Risser and has since led the Beavers to unprecedented success on and 
off the fields of play. The popular De Carolis, who was selected the 2010 Football Bowl Subdivision 
West Region Under Armour Athletic Director of the Year by his peers, signed a five-year contract 
extension in April of 2011 that takes him through June 30, 2016. 

De Carolis originally joined the OSU staff on April 20, 1998 as associate athletic director of inter- 
nal operations; he was promoted to senior associate athletic director on July 1, 1999. Prior to coming 
to Oregon State, he spent 19 years on the athletic department staff at the University of Michigan. 

Since arriving at OSU, De Carolis has developed and executed the financial recovery plan that 
helped the Department of Athletics eliminate a $12.5 million accumulated deficit and grow the 
overall budget by more than $25 million. At the same time, the department was able to not only 
maintain competitive teams, but also had its first winning football season in nearly three decades, its 
first winning men’s basketball campaign in 15 years, the softball program made its first appearance 
in the College World Series and the baseball team competed in the College World Series for the first 
time in over five decades - capturing the 2006 and 2007 national championships. With him in a 
leadership role, the football program has played in nine bowl games, men’s basketball captured the 
College Basketball Invitational (2009), gymnastics has competed in the national championships six 
straight years and overall 16 of the 17 intercollegiate programs sponsored by OSU have participated 
in postseason. 

De Carolis has been responsible for hiring some of the most high profile coaches in OSU history, 
including Mike Riley (football), former U.S. Olympic coach Taras Liskevych (volleyball), three-time 
NCAA Coach of the Year Jim Zalesky (wrestling), Craig Robinson (men’s basketball), Kelly Sullivan 
(women’s track/cross country), Larry Liebowitz (women’s swimming), Linus Rhode (women’s soc- 
cer), Steve Todd (men’s rowing), Emily Ford (women’s rowing), Steve Simmons (men’s soccer) and 
most recently Scott Rueck (women’s basketball) and Jon Reehoorn (men’s golf). 

He spearheaded the feasibility study for a plan that has expanded and renovated Reser Stadium 
to its current capacity of nearly 46,000. Improvements at the Stadium since the beginning of 2005 
have included a new east side structure that houses some of the best amenities in all of college 
football, construction of the largest video board in the Pac-12 (as of 2007 season) and new seating 
in the south end zone. In all, approximately $115 million in improvements to the football facility alone 
has enabled “Beaver Nation” to create one of the best home field advantages in the country. Beaver 
fans have responded with record ticket purchases. 

The latest addition to the OSU facilities landscape is the Student Success Center, the OSU Boat- 
house, and the track and field facility. The $14 million SSC is a shared facility with the OSU campus 
and will open in the summer of 2012, the $2.5 million Boathouse will be ready for occupancy in the

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fall of this year and the first phase of the $8 million track complex is currently under construction and 
will be complete during the 2011-12 academic year. De Carolis is also in the midst of a fundraising 
campaign for a basketball practice facility that will be connected to the recently completed Sports 
Performance Center (SPC). 

The SPC houses a 17,000-square foot strength training area and a 7,000-sqaure foot wrestling 
practice facility. In 2009 Gill Coliseum underwent a $4 million exterior improvement project, in ad- 
dition to the construction of a $4 million sports medicine facility and women’s basketball locker 
room. The Valley Football Center is also undergoing a continuing remodeling project, with a recent 
student-athlete lounge completion. 

In addition to the latest projects, De Carolis has also managed the recent completion of the 
home of the two-time national champion baseball team - Goss Stadium at Coleman Field. During his 
tenure the Merritt Truax Indoor Center and the OSU Softball Complex have been constructed, and the 
Tommy Prothro Football Complex and several locker rooms were renovated. 

It’s not all about wins, losses or new facilities; De Carolis has stressed the importance of being 
a total student-athlete and being a part of the community. With his leadership, nearly 50 percent of 
the entire athletic roster sports a cumulative GPA of 3.00 or higher. Community service hours have 
increased nearly 300 percent during his tenure and contributions for scholarships to the Beaver 
Athletic Student Fund have increased from $6 million to over $11 million. 

De Carolis is also actively involved in national and conference level committees just having 
completed a stint as chair of the conference television committee, former chair of the conference 
budget and finance committee, and currently serves on the bowl committee. At the NCAA level he is 
a member of Football Bowl Subdivision Issues Committee and is the former member of the Student- 
Athlete Benefits and Financial Aid Cabinet, and the prestigious Management Council (MANCO). 

He started his Michigan career in 1979 as an administrative assistant. He was promoted to as- 
sistant business manager in 1980; at the same time, he was also named the head softball coach. De 
Carolis was Michigan’s softball coach from 1980 to 1984 and his Wolverines had a third-place finish 
at the AIAW national championships. 

De Carolis was promoted from assistant business manager to business manager in 1983; in 1987 
to assistant athletic director for business; in 1990 to associate athletic director for internal opera- 
tions; in 1994 to senior director for financial operations; in 1996 to senior associate athletic director 
and became responsible for all athletic facilities and venues at Michigan 

Under his leadership as senior director for financial operations, De Carolis led negotiations with 
Nike for an all-school contract for athletic shoes and apparel one of the first of its kind in the country. 
He established a long-term relationship with Pepsi-Cola for beverage rights, to all athletic venues. 

De Carolis also spearheaded a “gift brick” donor program for Michigan Stadium, developed a 
comprehensive capital improvement program and coordinated the development of a master plan for 
the renovation of Michigan Stadium. 

De Carolis is a 1976 graduate of Bloomsburg State College in Bloomsburg, Pa., with a B.S. in 
business education. He received a Master’s of Science degree in sports management in 1979 from 
the University of Massachusetts. During his undergraduate days at Bloomsburg, he was a two-year 
letterwinner in football and baseball from 1973-75. 

He got his first taste of coaching at Bloomsburg State when he served as an assistant coach in 
baseball and football from 1976-78. 

In the fall of 2008 he was awarded the Harold VanderZwaag distinguished alumnus award from 
UMASS. In the fall of 2009 he was inducted into the Bloomsburg University Hall of Fame. 

Bob is married to the former Sandra Taylor and they have three children, daughter Lyndsay, 
a 2011 graduate of the University of Michigan, and twin daughters Lauren and Hayley. Lauren is a 
freshman at the University of Wisconsin and Hayley is a freshman at California Polytechnic State 
University (SLO).
